From the tone in which local glass 
jobbers speak, it may be inferred that, 
at least so far as they are concerned, 
the really distressing condition of af- 
fairs prevalent last winter and spring 
and which were continued in a pro- 
portionate degree during the summer 
months, have taken a turn for the bet- 
ter, though the market can hardly be 
considered as either particularly strong 
or particularly active for the time of 
year.

Fertilizer companies on this side saw 

that there was a big profit in potash, 

and that so long as a combine held in 


the primary market, they would be 
compelled to pay any price for their 
supply which a syndicate thought fit 


to impose. The natural solution of 
such «a difficulty was the acquisition 
of potash property sufficient to supply 


their needs and to render them inde- 
pendent of any combination. By this 
means it was hoped to profit in two 


ways. If high syndicate prices pre- 
vailed, the revenue from their mines 
would be all the greater; if the syndi- 
eate failed to hold together and let the 
market drop, the cost of their finished 
product would be reduced in proportion 
to the decline. 

Two prominent 
consumers decided 
which at the time of execution seemed 
perfectly safe and simple. One ac- 
quired by purchase a potash mine out- 
right—the owner of the mine becoming 
interested at the same time in the 
American concern—and the other se- 
cured a controlling interest in still an-

other property. So far as American 
interests were concerned the scheme 
promised well. They were willing that 
values should be sustained so long as 
they were on the same basis for all. 
A change of price meant to them 
merely the transferring of property 
from one pocket to another. 


But the profits in potash had stimu- 
lated a large overproduction, and 
prices consequently began to fall. In 


two years, or from 1906 to 1908, the av- 
erage profit of the potash works fell 
from 13.5 to 9.5 per cent. and it looked 
as if a highly profitable industry might 
be ruined. To sustain values and to 
limit production it was essential that 
all the mines should work under syn- 
dicate control, that a fixed price should 
be sustained, and that each establish- 
ment should be allotted a certain quotu 
of the sales of the whole. Strenuous 
efforts with this end in view have been 
made by the various interests from 
time to time, during the last twelve 
months, but so far without effectual 
result. Those mines, owned by Amer- 
icans and other mines which hold con- 
tracts for liberal quantities, extending 
over several years, have naturally to 
be considered. The quotas offered 
them by the syndicate have been alto- 
gether disproportionate to their capac- 
ity and with their markets assured 
they have quite reasunsbly, been un- 
willing to enter into a combination 
which promised nothing for them and 
everything to the other members. 
Clouds began to gather and the at- 
mosphere grew threatening. It began 
te look as if a storm would burst at 
any moment and scatter the last ves- 
tige of harmony to the winds, which, 
of course, would mean perhaps irrep- 
arable injury to the gigantic industry. 
But the German Government, one of 
the most paternal in the world, coulé 
not stand by and see the ruin wrought. 
A large army of employes is directly 
dependent upon the mines, and second 


to them come the shopkeepers and 
others who look to the potash wage 
earners for support. So the Govern- 


ment has threatened to take a hand in 
the effort to bring order out of chaos, 
unless the miners can re-establish their 
syndicate on a basis which will bring 
all interests together, sustain prices, 
and regulate production. It was inti- 
mated by the authorities that if a syn- 
dicate price could not be agreed upon, 
which would afford a reasonable mar- 
gin of profit, that an export tax would 
be imposed, so that foreign buyers, 
presumably Americans, would be made 
to contribute to the Government what 
they were unwilling to pay to the pro- 


ducers. This export impost, it was 
proposed, would be a graduated tax 
varying with the price at which the 


goods 
bring 
each 


were invoiced, the idea being to 
the cost to the foreign buyer, in 
instance, up to a fair market 
price as interpreted by the Govern- 
ment. The effect of this tax would, of 
course, be the same as an established 
syndicate price. Under such a provi- 
sion the Americans owning their own 
potash deposits, however, would evi- 
dently be in a comfortable position, as 
they would simply have to charge 
themselves a price suffcient to avoid 
the tax. On the other hand those not 
so fortunate as to possess a mine and 
dependent upon the syndicate or out- 
siders for supply would find their pres- 
ent low-priced contracts extending 
over several years, to be no protection, 
for it must be remembered that all 
contracts call for delivery at the mine. 
Syndicate or no syndicate the position 
of the latter concerns would be the 
same. Owning no potash properties, 
however, they would not be interested 
in the question of allotment, which is 
one of vital interest to the mine 
owner. 

It is easy to see how those without 
potash interests on fhe other side 
might be willing to abrogate their 
present contracts for slight considera- 
tion to avoid payment of an export 
tax, so that so far as they are con- 
cerned, the way is made easy for the 
syndicate promoters. It is not so easy 
to understand, however, how the mine 
owning concerns are to be appeased, 
since it must to them be a question 
of sufficient allotment of production to 
fulfill the full complement of their 
American requirements. If the syndi- 
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cate managers and these American 
mine owners can reach an agreement 
whereby membership in the combine 
will not result in pecuniary loss, as 
would appear to be the case, if their 
quota of sales was to be cut in pro- 
portion to their capacity, or to a quan- 
tity below that neecssary to meet their 
engagements in this country, then the 
greatest disturbing element of the con- 
troversy will be ended. Another fea- 
ture of the situation, however, asserts 
itself. Should Germany discriminate 
against American buyers by the impo- 
sition of the proposed export tax, 
would she not render all her Ameri- 
can trade subject to the maximum 
provisions of the present tariff act? 
This is a point which must be taken 
into consideration, and it adds to the 
of the puzzle which the

It is the general opinion that some 
sort of an agreement must be reached, 
and it is not unlikely that the next 
issue of the Reporter will contain the 
answer as determined by the interested 
parties themselves.

Consul-General A. M. Thackara, of 
Berlin, furnishes a report, prepared by 
Consular Assistant Frank Bohr, of that 
office, giving extended descriptive in- 
formation concerning apparatus manu- 
factured in the Berlin district for the 
preparation of potatoes for distillation. 
The report is on file in the Bureau of 
Manufactures, but a duplicate copy, 
together with the only set of illustra- 
tions transmitted from the consulate- 
general, has been forwarded to the De- 
partment of Agriculture, at whose re- 
quest it was prepared. 


Consul John E. Kehl notes in a Nova 
Scotia newspaper the discovery of a 
new “cod bank” in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, off the west coast of New- 
foundland, by the Canadian govern- 
ment survey ship Elinor. The new bank 
is said to be situated about twenty- 
five miles northwest from Point Riche 


(the northwest point of Ingornachoix 
jay), and is reported to be about 
twenty-eight miles long and ten to 


twelve miles wide. The least depth of 
water over the bank is said to be about 
eighteen fathoms. Cod are reported to 
be in abundance. 


In answer to an inquiry, Consul- 
General R. M. Bartleman, of Buenos 
Ayres, reports that there is but one 


glass factory in Argentina which turns 
out floor and skylight glass, and that 
there is a favorable opportunity for the 
introduction into that market of Amer- 
ican glass products. The imports of 
glass in 1908 were as follows:—Glass 
and flat crystal, $1,273,230; floor and 
skylight glass, $119,139. Most of the 
imported glass is from England, 





France, Belgium and Germany. 





Advices from Meridian, Miss., report 
the burning of the Meridian Planing 
and Creosote Mills. The extent of dam- 
age is unknown. 

The trade in mineral waters in 1908 
did not show the depressed condition 
of many other industries consequent on 
the financial disturbance of 19v7. The 
total quantity sold during the year was 
56,108,820 gallons, compared with 52,060,- 
5zU gallons in 1907, a gain of 4,048,300 
gallons, or 7.78 per cent, The value of 
the output decreased slightly, trom 
$7,331,503 in 1907 to $7,287,269 in 1908, The 
totals reported do not represent the 
real importance of this industry in the 
United States, for the reason that at 
many resorts the quantity of water 
furnished free to guests far exceeds the 
quantity sold. 


According to news dispatches the vil- 
lage of Saratoga Springs, N. Y., has 
won the first round in its fight to pre- 
vent the carbonic gas companies trom 
extracting gas from the springs. Su- 
preme Court Justice Andrews has de- 
cided that the companies must show 
that they are acting within their rights 
and not violating the law of 1908 de- 
signed to prevent pumping or accellerat- 
ing the fiow of gas trom the springs. 
in addition he dismissed a motion for 
the discontinuance of the actions made 
on the ground that the law is uncon- 
stitutional as violating property rights, 
The actions were brought in the name 
of the people against tne Geyser Nat- 
ural Gas Company, the New York 
Carbonic Gas Company, the Lincoln 
Spring Company and the Natural Car- 
bonic Gas Company. 


Clifford Dyer Holley, M. 38., Ph. D., 
chief chemist of the Acme White Lead 
and Color Works, is the author of an 
attractive and instructive book, de- 
scribed by its title "The Lead and Zinc 
Pigments,’ the first edition of which 
nas recently been issued by John 
Wiley & Sons. To use his own words, 
“the author has attempted to record 
the progress made in the United 
States in the manufacture of the more 
important pigments, and hence but 
little space nas been given to Kuropean 
methods and processes except for com- 
parison, as they have been discussed 
in detail in various English and Eu- 
ropean works.’ The book begins with 
a chapter on “White Lead in ancient 
time, traces the development of the in- 


dustry in this country and describes 
the Knglish and German methods,” 


etc. It contains many chapters on the 
processes of manufacturing both lead 
and zine into paint pigments. It also 
deals with zinc-lead, white oxides of 
zine and lead, lead chromates and lith- 
opone and dwells quite extensively on 
practical tests and methods for analy- 
sis. The work is profusely illustrated 
and will appeal to all interested in the 
lead and zine industry. 


According to Consul Horace Lee 
Washington, of Liverpool, the result 
of the first year’s working of the Brit- 
ish patents act has been that $2,500,000 
of foreign capital has been introduced 
into the United Kingdom. The value 
of the land and premises acquired by 
foreign firms who have decided to carry 
on their manufactures in that country 
in order to maintain patent rights is es- 
timated at $635,000. The expenditure for 
buildings was $880,000; plant and ma- 
chinery, $895,000, making a total of 
$2,410,000. The annual local assess- 
ments on these new enterprises is es- 
timated at $135,692. In addition, it is 
stated that a great many firms have ar- 
ranged for English factories to manu- 
facture their patented articles on a 
royalty basis. A specialist in factory 
property stated in a recently published 
interview that his firm was in negotia- 
tion with several German and Ameri- 
can firms for the acquisition of sites 
and factories, principally in the chemi- 
cal, engineering, electrical and rubber 
making trades, and that a French firm 
of pottery makers are seeking a site 
for a model village. He estimated that 
twenty-four firms are already manufac- 
turing in Great Britain as a result of 
the act. 


“The Chemistry and Literature of 
Beryllium” is the title of a work by 
Charles Lathrop Parsons, B. S., and 
recently published by the Chemical 
Publishing Company, of Easton, Pa. 
The contents of the book and the ob- 
ject of its author are set forth in the 
preface, which reads in part as fol- 
lows:—“This book is written with the 
main object in view of saving prelimi- 
nary study and labor to future inves- 
tigators of beryllium and to point out 
some of the peculiarities of this inter- 
esting element which are apt to lead 
the novitiate toward erroneous conclu- 
sions. Especially is it desired to call 
attention to the fact that a large pro- 
portion of its accredited compounds are 
in reality but indefinite solid solutions. 
This condition of the literature of 
beryllium is due to the abnormal ex- 
tent to which its hydroxide is soluble 
in solutions of its normal salts, giving 
rise to solids of almost any degree of 
basicity or to solutions with decreased 
osmotie effects. Accordingly, results 
of analysis, freezing points, etc., give 
little evidence of the true nature of its 
compounds, unless accompanied by 
proved definiteness of composition, a 
proof too often omitted throughout the 
whole field of inorganic chemistry, but 
nowhere more than in studying beryl- 
lium and its compounds.” 








John T. Mahoney, who is in the oil 
business, has been nominated as a 
councilman of Buffalo on the Republi- 
can ticket, The following interesting 
history of Mr. Mahoney was recently 
printed:—‘‘Mr. Mahoney began his busi- 
ness career in 1887 as an employe of 
the Commercial Oil Company at 17 
Main street, Buffalo. Seven years later 
he took a quarter interest in the busi- 
ness, Then in 1895 his father, Daniel 
Mahoney, became his partner and they 
bought out the rest of the company’s 
interests, forming a  co-partnership. 
Soon afterward Mr. Mahoney’s brother, 
C. S. Mahoney, became a partner and 
the firm name became Daniel Mahoney 
& Sons. Daniel Mahoney died in 1896 
and the sons are continuing the busi- 
ness, John T. being the senior member 
of the firm.”

The London 
correspondent of the Reporter, however, 
can, on the authority of the London 
branch of Mitsui & Co., deny the rumor, 
which is officially described as ‘‘absolute- 
ly groundless.’’ On behalf of Messrs. 
Mitsui & Co:, it was pointed out to the 
Reporter’s representative that the house 
has its own mills in the East for crush- 
ing purposes and that it would not, in the 
circumstances, be commercially possible 
to erect mills in this country. i

The German Potash Industry. 
INTERESTING DATA AND STATISTICS B\ 
THE UNITED STATES CONSUL-GENERAL 

OF BERLIN OUTLINING HISTORY OF 
SYNDICATE OPERATIONS—CAPITAL 
INVESTED AND NET RETURNS 

FROM TWENTY-ONE MINES— 
COST OF PRODUCTION AND 
PROFITS — HOW AMERICAN 
INTERESTS ARE CON- 
CERNED, ETC., ETC. 


In transmitting the following informa- 
tion Consul General A. M, Thackara, of 
Berlin, reports that Germany possesses 


the only known ‘workable potash minerals 


and that their mining and manufacture 
have built up a most important indus- 
try.:— 


A large and constant demand for potash 
salts has been developed in the United 
States for use as fertilizers in combina- 
tion with the mineral phosphates of the 


Carolinas and Florida, and as a conse- 
quence great quantities of the German 
products are exported thereto [$5,000,000 


worth in the fiscal year 1908.—B. of M.} 
The American consumption of German 
potash in various forms embraces more 
than one-half of the exported supply and 
nearly 18 per cent. of the entire produc- 
tion; but while the great bulk of the 
potash salts consumed in the United 
States is from Germany, the latter is de- 
pendent upon the United States for more 
than one-half the mineral phosphates it 
uses. The total imports into Germany ot 
these products in 1908 were 579,505 metric 


tons, of which 305,128 tons, or 52% per 
cent., came from the deposits in the 
suvuthern States, while the balance came 


from Algeria, Tunis, Belgium, France and 
Australia. 


DISAGREEMENTS FAVOR AMERICAN CON- 
SUMERS. 

As the prices which American farmers 
have to pay for their fertilizers are great- 
ly dependent upon the cost of the German 
raw materials, a resume of the present 
situation of the German potash industry 
should be of interest. 

A disagreement over the quotas led to 
an open rupture in the German Potash 
Syndicate on June 30, 1904, so that at mid- 
night the combine, which had been in ex- 
istence for five years ending the follow- 
ing January 1, expired as to the selling 
power of its members. The next day a 
new syndicate for five years ending Jan- 
uary 12, 1910, was formed, but during the 
interval between the expiration of the old 
and the creation of the new syndicate 
the company which ewned the Hohenfels 
mine made large five-year contracts with 
American buyers and then joined the 
syndicate upon the condition that the 
sales would be accepted by that body. 
The new syndicate attempted to equalize 
prices and to charge the Americans a 
higher rate for the balance of their re- 
quirements. This was not satisfactory 
to the buyers, and some months later 
they contracted with the owner of the 
then recently established Sollstedt mine 
for their wants up to January 1, 1910, at 
prices lower than those of the syndicate. 
Besides the above sales, the Sollstedt 
mine made contracts with the syndicate’s 
American customers up to 1917, deliveries 
to commence at the expiration of the then 
existing syndicate, January 1, 1910. These 
sales’ were made with the Independent 
Fertilizer Association, with a price guar- 
antee clause that if lower sales were 
made to other American buyers the prices 
were to be reduced in like proportion, 


LOWER PRICE POSSIBILITIES. 


Efforts through committees to agree 
upon a plan by which the syndicate could 
be prolonged beyond the close of the 
present year have been progressing dur- 
ing the past tweive months. The negotia- 
tions reached an acute stage about ten 
days before July 1 last, when the partici- 
pation quotas were taken up for dis- 
cussion. At that time appearances were 
that no combine could possibly be formed, 
the interests of the older mines, finan- 
cially strong, being opposed to those of 
the newer works. At midnight of June 
30, no agreement having been reached, 
and according to the provisions of the 
syndicate contract, the mines being free 
to sell at whatever price they chose, 
large sales were made by certain groups 
to American buyers. On July 24 a one- 
vear so-called fighting syndicate was 
formed, with the Sollstedt and Aschers- 
leben mines on the outsige. This syndi- 
cate—should means be found to take over 
er cancel the American sales—is to be 
extended until 1914. 

It would appear under the existing con- 
ditions that the chances favor the Ameri- 
can buyer getting his potash in the fu- 
ture at a material reduction from the 
present syndicate prices, which are so 
high as to show great profit to the Ger- 
man mines. 

Several representatives of American 
fertilizing companies who have been in 
Berlin watching the situation and its de- 
velopment are satisfied with the present 
status of the potash trade and, unless 
some unforeseen complications arise, are 
of the opinion that the American com- 
panies will be in a position to buy their 


potash at more favorable prices than 
they have been able hitherto. 
OUTPUT OF POTASH SALTS. 

According to the latest report of the 
putash syndicate, the following are the 
quantities of the various potash salts 
which were handled by its members in 
1908 :— 

Muriate of potash (chlorakalium) at 80 per 
cent,, 288,524 metric tons, of which 105,281 tons 
were consumed in Germany, 104,048 tons were 
exported to the United States, and the re- 
mainder to various foreign countries. 

Fertilizer at 80 per cent. (muriate of potash), 
21,268 tons, all of which was exported to Scan- 
dinavia and Denmark.

FINANCIAL EXHIBITS OF THE INDUSTRY. 

In a recent number of Die Bank, one 
of the leading German economic maga- 
zines, there was an interesting article 
by Dr. Pinner on the overproduction and 
profits of the German potash industry. 
Speaking of the late syndicate, the doctor 
states:— 
One tact seems to be proved. The combine 
has not been able in the last few years to 
regulate the sales and the production, one of 
the essential requirements of a syndicate, and 
it will not be in a position for some length of 
time te establish normal conditions, This un- 
deniable fact has been the theme of economists 
of different schools, who are trying to solve 
the question whether or not a syndicate or- 
ganization is conducive to the development of 
the potash industry. Unmistakably, through 
overproduction and the founding of new works, 
elements of decomposition have shown them 
selves which threaten to undermine the 
etrength and cohesion of the whole structure. 

Owing to the difficulty of obtaining sta- 
tistics, Dr. Pinner was unable to present 
a statement of the amount of capital in- 
vested and the profits of all plants run- 
ning on full time for a number of years, 
but he gives comparisons of the results 
of certain mines between the year 1906, 
which was the last year of abnormal pro- 
duction, and 198, in which, on account 
of overproduction, there was a consider- 
able restriction of the output. The state- 
ment comprises only twenty-one mines, 
although there were 36 in the syndicate 
at the close of 16, and one company, the 
Sollstedt, running on full time outside. 
The following works are omitted from the 
eomparison:—The four Fiscus (State) 
plants, the Solway and Mansfield works, 
as they produce other chemicals besides 
potash, and do not separate their various 
products in their statement; Frischgluck, 
Heldburg, and Sollstedt. as the yearly re- 
ports were not obtainable; Neu-Stassfurt 
and Ludwig ITI., as their statements do 
not show the amount of invested capital, 
as all the assessments have been written 
off: other works, as Desdemona, Gross- 
herzog von Sachsen, and Friedrich Franz, 
were not running on full time in 1906, as 
the mines were being developed, The 
Asse mine was obliged to almost cease 
operations on account of the flooding of 
its shaft. and the Runnenburg is not con- 
sidered, because its capital account was 
debited too heavily with its investment 
in other mines.

The above statement shows that the 21 
works in question earned in 1906 an aver- 
age profit of 15.9 per cent. on the invested 
capital and declared an average dividend 
ef 13.5 per cent. It can be safely assumed 
that the works which were not consid- 
ered in the statement also reached this 
average, as among them were a number 
of the most profitable mines and but few 
of the minor companies. Since the works 
in 196, while running to their normal but 
not to their full capacity, distributed an 
average dividend of 13.5 per cent., it may 
be stated that the potash, up to 196, was 
one of the most profitable of German in- 
dustries. 

_ in the article by Dr. Pinner the follow- 
ing table was given, which shows the 
change in the profits made in 1908 by the 
same 21 works. As the yearly statements 
of most of the companies were not pub- 
lished at the time the article was written, 
only the actually paid dividends of the 
private mining concerns are stated, while 
the dividends of the stock companies are 
estimated. Comparisons between the 
amounts written off and the net profits 
could not be made:—

THE POTASH SYNDICATE AND AMER- 
ICAN INTERESTS. 

The following is a translation of an 

article which appeared in the JHerlin 


Borsen Courier, one of the leading local 
financial journals, August 3, 199, express- 
ing its opinion on the present situation of 
the German potash industry :— 

It is reported that Mr. W. Schmidtmann is 
to leave to-morrow for the United States. Mr, 
Schmidtmann has accepted the task of endeav- 
ering to secure an agreement for the annul- 
ment ro other disposition of the contracts which 
were made outside of the syndicate by the 
Aschersleben-Solistedt group, with the North- 
ern trust, with the International trust, and 
with te former syndicate’s agents. It is hoped 
that this agreement may be such that the ex- 
ecutive committee, to which additional power 
has been granted, will be able to decide, on 
September 25 next, by a unanimous vote, 
whether or not the disposition to be made of 
the contracts in question is in the interest of 
the syndicate. If a satisfactory arrangement 
is agreed upon and a suitable agreement is 
entered into with the Southern trust and with 
the selling combination of Westeregeln-Salzdet- 
furth, it is must probable that the present 
combine will be transformed into a five-year 
syndicate. 

If such an agreement is not reached before 
September 30 next, it is doubtful that the 
Einigkeit-Westeregeln-Salzdetfurth will join the 
syndicate. Furthermore, all the other com- 
panies have the right to leave the syndicate 
in case Einigkeit and Westeregeln take advan- 
tage of their privilege to withdraw. Finally, 
the present ‘‘rump syndicate’’ is formed for a 
period of only one year, from January 1, 1910, 
with the well-known six weeks’ time for notifi- 
eation of withdrawal. On the other hand, there 
is the possibility of reaching a settlement by 
mutual consent, for the disposition of the out- 
side contracts up to October 1, 1910. In this 
event a five-year syndicate would become an 
accomplished fact.

Window Glass Manufacturers Get 
Together. 


AT A WELL-ATTENDED MEETING THE 
INDEPENDENT FACTORIES VOTE TO 
ESTABLISH A HOLDING COMPANY 


WITH CAPITAL OF = $250,000— 
PLANS OF ORGANIZATION TO 
BE SUBMITTED OCT. 14. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., September 22, 1909. 


Glass manufacturers, representing 60 per 
cent. of America’s total window glass 
production, and all hand-blown plants, 
following an all day meeting here to-day, 
voted unanimously in favor of the forma- 
tion of a holding company capitalized at 
$250,000, to be known as the _ Imperial 
Window Glass company. In it will be 
vested the operation of all hand-blown 
window glass factories with a total valua- 
tion of over $5,000,000. 

Agreement to the proposed consolida- 
tion was forced by the pressure brougnt 
to bear by representatives of the Eastern 
and Western Jobbers’ associations and 
sash and door manufacturers who took 
an active part in discussions. They claim 
to have suffered severe losses through the 
price-cutting war of the past 18 months. 

Manufacturers, following the discision, 
declared they did not expect to advance 
rates, but hoped to hold the present price 
steady and avert further ruinous com- 
petition. The meeting was harmonious, 
consisting of a dispassionate discussion of 
the situation. 

“Unless effective steps are taken to-day,”’ 
declared a speaker, “when January comes 
round our business will be in a chaotic 
condition.’’ It was pointed out that since 
ihe rate war was inaugurated a reduction 
of 45 per cent. had been made, forcing 
many factories out of business and leav- 
ing the remainder so crippled that their 
continued operation was doubtful. It was 
claimed the hand-blown window glass 
manufacturers have lost enormously 
through competing not only with the ma- 
chine blown product but with each other. 


The recent advance of 10 per cent., it 
was said, merely offset increased cost of 
labor and materials. 


The combination proposition will be sub- 
mitted immediately to directors and stock- 
holders of all companies. A_ final meet- 
ing of interested parties is called in Pitts- 
burgh October 14, when details of the 
consolidation will be ready to be com- 
pleted. Tentative efforts to secure unani- 
mous action of the character have been 
made several times in the past year, and 
the complete success of the present con- 
ference came as a surprise. 

Jobbers were emphatic regarding their 
determination to stop further losses, and 
their pleadings were mingled with veiled 
threats of retaliatory measures. that 
might be adopted. Manufacturers con- 
fessed their resources had been severely 
strained and it soon became apparent 
were in a mood to reach an agreement. 

Plants, it was claimed, could be success- 
fully operated under the recent price 
agreement, 9) and 30 per cent. off the list 
on single and 9 and 35 per cent. on 
double thickness, if the rate could be held 
steady. Speakers asserted an attempt to 
bull prices would be hurtful, as too many 
plants would be put in operation through 
outside capital being attracted to the 
industry. 

The conference was attended by 42 
manufacturers, representing plants scat- 
tered from New Jersey to Kansas, and 
ten jobbers and brokers. Next week there 
will be 1,400 pots in operation in hand 
blown window glass factories, which have 
a total of 2,200 pots. Pennsylvania is the 
leading district, with Ohio and Indiana 
together, second, West Virginia third and 
Kansas fourth.

Kastern jobbers and buyers still show a 
tendency to hold off in making bookings 
of oil for fall and winter shipment. They 
feel that values are higher than condi- 
tions, as they profess to see them, war- 
rant and are inclined to take chances on 
securing lower prices later. Crushers, 
ym the other hand, are unable to vary 
their quotations much on account of the 
stiff prices they have to pay for cash 
seed and from their point of view the 
prospects for lower prices «are not so 
sure. Ontering the new crop year with 
oil and seed stocks practically exhausted, 
and with a good demand for oil for quick 
shipment and light receipts of seed, they 
cannot see how values can decline much. 

A fair current business is being done in 
spot oil for quick shipment at satisfac- 
tory prices. Buyers are in the market 
right along for small lots for quick ship- 
ment and there is enough of this kind 
of business to cause competition for cur-

rent arrivals of seed and keep prices 
firm. Oil for prompt shipment is un- 
changed at 48c. per gallon f.

neapolis in car lots. Some contracting 
is being done in a limited way for fu- 
ture shipment at around 41%2@42c. per gul- 
lon, October-April delivery.

Some crushers are meeting with diffi- 
culty in supplying their regular agents 
with sufficient oil to fill orders.

ment. Buyers evidently want to take

LINSEED OIL. 


Demand for oil is simply incapable of 
being supplied at this time. Every paint 
grinder and other user of the product is 
wild for oil, and they see no Way to sat- 
isty their needs. True, most of them have 
so fur anticipated the temporary shortage 
as to have contracts calling for the de- 
livery of oil, and it is only the filling of 
these contracts which enables them t« 
keep their plants in operation. Inquiry 
for oil is peculiar, in that it is of a spo- 
radic character. At times there is a dull- 
ness in the trade that, were it not for tne 
contracts which the crushers make to the 
buyers to deliver oil at certain stated 
intervals, there would be absolutely no 
trade at all outside of a litle buying of 
edd lots by jobbers. Then, again, the 
market will be so surecharged with ac- 
tivity that it is impossible for the crush- 
crs to keep pace with the demand, ‘he 
present shortage is no new thing, spring- 
ing upon the users of oil without any 
warning. It has been predicted for some 
time, but it is doubtful if the wisest in 
the trade, even «among the erushers 
themselves, had anticipated that there 
would be so serious a famine as that 
under which the trade is now suffering. 
The price was jumped 2c. to-day, making 
oil in carlots f4e., but even this price is 
largely nominal, as there is little oi] to 
be had. Crushers are kept busy answer- 
ing calls on their telephones from users 
of oil, who implore, beg and cajole the 
crushers to let them have a little for 
their immediate needs. Most of the local 
erushers have had to turn down order 
after order simply because they ad not 
have the oil. One of the largest concerns 
in the country has practically no oil in 
its tanks at Chicago, and has heen com- 
pelled to refuse the request of some of 
its best customers in order to. retain 


|} enough oil to keep even on its contracts 


Only one crusher has been running here 
at all regularly, and this was due to the 
fact that it was able to secure some South- 
western seed. Another crusher has start- 
‘d operations this week, and the outside 
crushers, who have offices here, but no 
mills, are trying as hard as they ean to 
set oil here to supply the immediate 
needs of their customers. Most crushers 
are quoting 54e. for spot, but making a 
reduction of 2c. after the middle of Octo- 
ber. As for futures, there is absolutely 
nothing doing. Crushers wil] not offer 
the oil, and while buyers are willing to 
make bids they are unable to move the 
makers even to the point of making ten- 
tative offers. October forward is hard 
to quote at any price, for probably any 
figure that would be given out would be 
merely a nominal one. 
LINSEED CAKE 

A strong tone is shown in the trade. 
though actual local business is very small 
for the reason that crushers are not of- 
fering any future cake. In the parlance 
of the day they are “afraid of the cars.” 


They do net know what oil is going to 
do, and they are so uncertain as to the 


vrobable future trend of the seed market 


that they insist it would be the veriest 
kind of gambling for them to sell cake 


for the future. They are making a price. 
but it is such a one as does not meet with 
the approbation of the foreign huvers. 
who think that the price is still too high. 
There is this much to be said. however 
in favor of probable new business, that 
could not have been predicted of the situ- 
ition a few weeks ago—foreign buyers are 
not taking the view that they are certain 
to secure much cheap cake. They have 
decided that present conditions do not 





justify ‘hugging the delusive phantom of 
Hope”’ that there is going to be so much 
cake that it will be a drug on the market, 
Chicago is quoting spot cake at $30, 
while futures are held at $29. Minnea- 
polis, which would mean about the same 
price for them as for spot cake in the 
local market. 
LARD OIL. 

A strong, active and unusual demand 
has forced sellers to advance their asking 
price, and the supplies are limited enough 
lo make it evident that they will be able 
iv secure the advance without much trou- 


ble. Buyers are all anxious, and, while 
the price is exceptionally high, there 
seems to be little chance for relief, Pack- 


ers report that the supply is much under 
that of last year. Prime lard oil is 
quoted at 97. per gallon. Chicago extra 
is quoted at 7ic.; extra No, 1, 57c.; No. 1, 
50c.; No. 2, 48c. 

NEATSFOOT OIL. 

The demand is better and the market 
firm. Prices are on a high level, but in 
view of the light supplies there is no 
hope of a lower market within the near 
future. (Conditions are similar to those 
in lard oil, though the demand is nat- 
urally more limited, as is also the supply. 
Packers quote as follows:—Clear, per gal- 
lon, 75¢c.; extra, 57c.; No. 1, We. These 
prices are Chicago basis. 

CORN OIL. 

The demand is strong, und the buyers 
have shown such eagerness to take hola 
that the result has been another aavance 
in the price. The Chicago market is now 
quoted ac $3.15, and there is no difticulty 
to dispose of the supply at this price. 
High cost of linseed oil is accountable 
largely for the recent strength, as there 
is considerable substituting of corn oil 
for linseed, though it requires the pres- 
ence of a heavy drier in paint, Soap- 
makers are taking bulk of the product.

was a visitor in Chicago 
week. He was buying some new ma- 
shinery for his plant at Toledo, where 


ne is increasing the capacity of the mill. 
At present he has seventeen presses run- 
ning for the crushing of linseed and of 
castor beans, the latter being an industry 
of which Mr, Major is the chief exponent 
in the West. He says that the famine 
in linseed oil is fully as noticeable at 
Toledo as it is here, and that it is simply 
impossible to supply his customers. The 
outlook for business in Ohio, he declares, 
was never better. Mr. Major is enjoy- 
ing excellent health, and looks as young 
as he did when he was at the head ot 
the big oil concern of which he was once 
a very important factor. Being in a 
reminiscent mood, he declared that he re- 
membered only once before in the history 
of his connection with the linseed oil 
trade when there was such a shortage of 
oil as there is now. ‘That,’’ he said, 
“was in 192. At that time we had no 
oil in Boston, hardly a gallon in Bal- 
timore, and there was practically. none 
at Philadelphia or New York. If my 
best friend were to have gotten down on 
his Knees and begged for a car of oil I] 
would not have been able to furnish it. 
| regard the present situation as being 
only temporary in its nature, however, 
and, while I do not look for cheap oil, 
I believe there will be enough for all 
the trade needs when the seed movement 
begins actively.”

There is a gradual improvement re- 
ported in the consuming demand for the 
different paint materiais, and, although 
trading for the most part continues of 
a jobbing sort, inquiries are more nu- 
merous and buyers in general display 
more confidence in the future. The pig 
lead situation continues quiet and un- 
interesting. Prices as compared with 
those of the preceding week are un- 
changed, but it is understood that there 
is a limited quantity in second hands 
at slightly under current quotations. 
Dry white lead and lead in oil are 
meeting with a somewhat better de- 
mand, with previous prices unchanged 
but firm. A freer movement is also re- 
ported in the oxides. Both the do- 
mestic and imported grades of zincs 
are attracting a fair degree of atten- 
tion, and under the pressure of a 
higher market abroad more firmness 
is in evidence in the trading in the 
latter. Dry colors have been unpro- 
ductive of any new feature, moving in 
a jobbing way at steady to firm quota- 
tions. A detailed review of the market 
follows.

Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Etc. 


PIG LEAD.—Trading in pig lead 
during the week under review has been 
rather quiet, sales being for either 
prompt or nearby shipment for the 
current requirements of consumers. 
Although last week’s yuotation of 4.37% 
@4.40c. remains stationary, it has been 
reported that a limited quantity of lead 
is held by the smalier interests at 
slightly under this price. Reports from 
St. Louis indicate a quiet but firm 
market at 4.25c. London is quoted on 
the basis of £12 12s. 6d., making the 
prices, as compared with that of the 
preceding interval, 1s. 3d. lower. 

WHITE LEAD.—Distributions of 
dry white lead on existing contracts 
have assumed larger proportions since 
our last report. An improvement is 
also noted in the trading on jobbing 
account, and the market reflects con- 
siderable firmness. Lead in oil con- 


tinues seasonably active at steady 
prices. General quotations are as fol- 


lows:—Dry lead, in carloads, 5%@5%\c.; 
smaller lots, 54%@6c.; lead in oil, 642@ 
6%c., as to brand, for lots of 500 
pounds and over, in packages of 100 
pounds and upward. In lots less than 
500 pounds the usual advance of ec. is 
charged. English lead in oil, 9%@9%c., 
as to quantity. 

RED LEAD.—There has been an 
evident increase in the sales in red lead 
as compared with that of the previous 
week, and, although the demand has 
not materially improved, there is more 
disposition on the part of consumers to 
anticipate. Offerings locally have been 
made on the levels of 64@7c. for do- 
mestic and 9c. for foreign, as to grade 
and quantity. 

LITHARGE.—A better request is re- 
ported for litharge by local dealers. 
Sales, however, are still principally on 
jobbing account for current or near fu- 
ture needs, but inquiries are more nu- 
merous. Sellers quote as follows:—5% 
@6%c. for domestic and 9c. for im- 
ported, as to grade and quantity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—A good sea- 
sonable demand is in evidence in the 
movement of orange inineral into con- 
suming channels, and, as heretofore, 
quotations are well maintained. A few 
inquiries have been received regard- 
ing contracts for 1910, but no important 
business of this character has been re- 
ported. Goods are sold at &8%@10c. for 
American, 12@13c, for German, 10@12c. 
for English and 12%@138c. for French, 
as to quantity, less the usual discount 
terms. 

ZINCS.—American zincs reflect a fair 
degree of activity. Although new busi- 
ness has been rather slow in coming 
forward, there is a guod movement on 
contracts. In sympathy with the high- 
eg, market abroad and continued im- 
provement in the local demand, prices 
on the German grades are more firm- 
ly held. In New York general quota-

ern part of the Tishomingo quadrangle, an 
area bounded by meridians of longitude 96 de- 
grees 30 minutes and 97 degrees, and parallels 
of 34 degrees and 34 degrees 30 minutes. The 
Tishomingo quadrangle was surveyed geologi- 
cally in 1900 and the Tishomingo folio, a part 
of the Geologic Atlas of the United States, was 

ublished in 1903. The results of the surveys 

n this region as published in the Tishomingo 
folio portray almost precisely the geologic 
conditions proved by the drill in the develop- 
ment of the Madill oil pool, 

The presence of oil seeps and the occurrence 
of bitumen saturating certain sands have from 
time to time attracted the attention of those 
interested in oil development in the region of 
Madill, but it was not until March, 1909, after 
continued efforts on the part of the Mal-Millan 
Oil Company, that the productiveness of an 
area 1% miles southeast of Madill was suf- 
ficiently proved to !nduce an influx of opera- 
tors and cause leasing to be taken up in earn- 
est. On account of this activity a trip was 
made to the fleld about the middle of April, 
1909, and that portion of this report pertaining 
to quality and development of the oil is based 
in part on the information obtained in the 
fleld at that time. 

Character of the Country.—The district sur- 
rounding Madill is an undulating plain that 
slopes gently toward the southeast. Washita 
River, with its broad, shallow valley, lies a 
few miles to.the north, and Red River a like 
distance to the south. The topography has 
heen developed upon comparatively soft lime- 
stones, marls and sands during a long period 
and under conditions essentially the same as 
those existing at the present time, 

Immediately north of the Washita River val- 
ley is the region of the Arbuckle Mountains 





or Arbuckle uplift. The term ‘‘mountains’’ 
has been applied, not because high elevations 
are attained, but because the roughness of the 
surface and the hardness of the rocks, in dis- 
tinction to the softer strata and more gentle 
undulations of the surrounding, slightly lower 
and smoother country. The general surface of 
the Arbuckle uplift is essentially the same as 
that in the region of Madill; that is, it is an 
undulating plain, tilted slightly toward the 
southeast, from which the Cretaceous rocks of 
the Madill region have been removed in com- 
paratively recent geologic time. 

There are two classes of rocks in the region 
of Madill, distinguished from each other by 
great difference in age and by their distinct 
structure or the attitude of the beds compos- 
ing the formations. These distinguishing char- 
acters have a definite bearing on the occur- 
renee of the oil and deserve more particular 
mention. The older of the two groups of rocks 
mentioned is the Paleozoic, which comprises 
the tilted and folded hard strata that lies 
north of Washita River, and the similarly dis- 
turbed softer rocks that lie along both sides 
of the Washita River valley from the vicinity 
of Norton westward to Berwyn, and thence 
southward to the vicinity of Overbrook. It 
includes representatives of the Cambrian, Ordo- 
vican, Silurian, and Carboniferous systems, 
which rest upon pre-Cambrian granite. A 
small area of the same older Paleozoic rocks 
is exposed Mesozoic, includes the flat and 
slightly tilted rocks which lie chiefly south of 
Washita River and east of Ardmore. The rocks 
belong to a single system, the Cretaceous. 

Structure.—There are two dominant structu- 
ral features in the region of Madill that may 
have a bearing on the occurrence of petroleum. 
These are the Arbuckle uplift and the Cretace- 
ous monocline. The Arbuckle uplift involves 





the granite, the older Paleozoic rocks, and the 
later Paleozoic represented by the Carbonifer- 
cus formations. All the formations have been 
folded up together in a general uplift, and the 
several kinds of rocks are steeply inclined at 
various angles, in great contrast to the Trinity 
sand and later Cretaceous rocks, which lie al- 
most flat and incline gently in one direction, 
thus forming, structurally, a monocline, 

The Tishomingo granite is in the central 
or axial part of the Arbuckle uplift. This 
granite mass has doubtless been deformed, but 
the trend of the folds cannot be determined 
except _as indicated by the structure of the 
older Paleozoic rocks that rest upon it. The 
Tishomingo granite was not intruded into the 
sedimentary rocks, but was formed before they 
were laid down. The older Paleozoic rocks 
have been warped into a number of folds, and 
are faulted in certain places, but the general 
inclination of the strata is toward the south- 
west, away from the granite. Near the granite 
the rocks dip 10 degrees to 20 degrees south- 
west. Farther to the southwest, near the 
Carboniferous boundary, the dips are 60 de- 
grees to 80 degrees in the same direction, 

The Carboniferous rocks have been thrown 
into many steep folds that trend in a north- 
west-southeast direction, with the general up- 
lift of the Arbuckle Mountains. In the vicinity 
of the Washita River valley, west of Norton, 
on both the north and south sides, the Car- 
hboniferous shales and sandstones are tilted 
steeply toward the southwest. Higher beds in 
the Carboniferous section occur in many steep 
folds between Berwyn and Overbrook. The 
trend of these folded rocks have the same 
northwest-southeast bearing, and the rocks ex- 
tend beneath the Trinity sand in the direction 
of Madill. 

Certain faults have developed in the older 





Paleozoic rocks west of the granite area. 
These faults or fractures of the strata trend 
in a northwest-southeast direction, the direc- 
tion of the Arbuckle uplift. The rocks on the 
southwest side of each fault have been thrown 
or have moved downward with respect to the 
rocks on the opposite, or northeast side. The 
fault that separates the Paleozoic rocks from 
the granite passes under cover of the Trinity 
sand, one mile west of Ravia, bearing in an 
almost due southeast direction. It is probable 
that the Carboniferous rocks farther south and 
also west of Madill may have been faulted in a 
like manner. 

The Carboniferous formations are very sim- 
ilar one to another, being composed chiefly of 
shales and sandstone, and faults in them are 
not easily detected. Besides, the Carboniferous 
rocks in the region of Berwyn and Ardmore 
have not been surveyed in detail, and faults 
that extend with the strike of the folds may 
have escaped recognition. All the disturbances, 
including the faulting of the Paleozoic rocks, 
occurred before the Trinity sand was laid down. 

The structure of the Trinity sand and suc- 
ceeding formations is extremely simple. These 
rocks have now probably the same attitude 
that they had when they were deposited; that 
is, they lie almost flat and but slightly tilted 
toward the south. Very slight warpings of the 
Cretaceous strata have been noted, but no folds 
have been developed sufficiently to be char- 
acterized as anticlines or synclines, nor, it is 
believed, to control or influence the accumula- 
tion of oil. 


PHYSICAL PROPERTIES OF THE OIL. 

A fresh sample of crude petroleum was ob- 
tained from a well one and one-half miles 
southeast of Madill and shipped to Washing 
ton in @ gas and oll-tight receptacle and an- 
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alyzed in the laboratory of the United States 
Geological Survey by Dr. David T. Day. 

The crude Madill oil is very liquid. Its color 
in reflected light is dark olive, and in trans 
mitted light a dark wine, The specific gravity 
at 60 degrees F. was 0.7887; the Baume gravity 
47.5 degrees. On distillation by Engler ha 
method 100 cubic centimeters of crude oil be- 
gan tu boil at 65 degrees C. Ww hile heating 
from 65 degrees C. to 150 degrees C. twenty- 
two cubic centimeters of gasoline were Oe 
off, the specific gravity of which was 0.71 8. 
From 150 C. to 300 C. thirty-eight cubic centi- 
meters of kerosene were given off, with a 
specific gravity of 0. 7788. After heating to this 
temperature 36.8 cubic centimete rs remained as 
a residuum, of which the spec ific gravity was 
0.8669. In this residuum 7.41 cubic centimeters 
were determined as paraffin, no trace of a 
phalt being found. Kight per cent. of the 
crude sample and 1 per cent, of the kerosene 
proved to be made up of unsaturated hydro- 
carbons.

1 to 4, kerosene predominating 
principal oil-bearing rock in this region 
and the only one which has produced oil in any 
considerable quantity is at or near the base of 
the Trinity sand, a little more than 400 feet 
below the surface at Madill. The oil-bearing 
rock is a deposit of compact sand and gravel, 
but the particles and pebbles are not cemented 
together. Although the oil seems to be almost 
wholly confined to this horizon, gas has ac- 
cumulated in other positions in the Trinity sand 
besides the one in which the cil is found, and 
this would seem to indicate that oil might be 
found at similar horizons farther south, where 
they lie at lower levels and at greater depths 

from the surface, 

The oil sands have been reported to have a 
thickness of forty feet, but it appears that the 
exact thickness of the pay sand may not be 
over twenty-five or thirty feet. 

DEVELOPMENT. 
1909, eight wells had been 
more than 400 feet in the 
vicinity of Madill, and of this number four 
had been producers, although when the field 
was visited all were shut in, All the four pro- 
ducers are located on the Jeff Arbuckle farm, 

in the southwest quarter section 25, T. 5 
south, R. 5 east, which is being developed by 

Mal-Millan Oil Company, of Madill. A 
well at the cotton gin on the Madill townsite 
encountered gas at a depth of 180 feet, which, 
when ignited, produced a large flame that was 
allowed to burn for a day, after which the gas 
was cut off in order that the drilling might 

progress unimpeded, 7 

The well producing the largest volume of oil 
was completed on March 1900. It was at 
first reported that the initial production of this 
well amounted to more than 1,000 barrels, but 
persons who were present at the well during 
its early experience and who have had con- 
siderable experience in gauging wells flowing 
into earthen storage tanks, place the produc- 
tion at fourteen to sixteen barrels an hour, 
or barely 400 barrels a day The fact should 
be taken into account, however, in this con 
nection that the wells were drilled with a 
rotary drill and that the hole in the sand is 
not more than three inches in diameter As 
it is not possible to shoot this well, it is not 
fair to ecmpare its production with that of 
other wells which have been shot, and which 
have an initial hole with much larger diam- 
eter, and as a result give the oil a much 
greater opportunity for escape If the Mal 
Millan well had been drilled in the ordinary 
way in which wells are drilled in the mid- 
continent field, that is, with a churn drill of 
large diameter, it is only a matter of con 
jecture what the initial production might have 
been. 

One of the producing wells on this farm is 
developing a considerable quantity of gas, 
which has been piped to the Arbuckle house 
and used for domestic purposes.

PROBABLE SOURCE OF OIL 

The Trinity sand is known to contain petro- 
leum or bitumen, a residue of crude petroleum, 
at various localities in Southwestern Arkan- 
sas, Southern Oklahoma and Texas At all 
the localities where this crude petroleum or 
its residue have been found the Trinity sand 
is several hundred feet thick. This sand is a 
beach or shallow water deposit of siliceous 
sand with local comparatively thin beds of 
clay. It contains exceedingly scanty remains 
of organic life, either vegetable or animal 
Here and chere thin shell limestone layers oc- 
cur in the central part of the formation, and 
at widely separated localities silicified wood 
has been found, buc nowhere is there suffi- 
cient evidence of the occurrence of organic 
matter to warrant the assumption chat the 
oil originated in the formation that contains 
it

In Southwestern Arkansas and in Northern 
Texas, as well as in Southern Oklahoma, thick 
deposits of carboniferous rocks that contain 
oil residues underlie the Trinity sand, Fur- 
thermore, the carboniferous beds are titled in 
such a manner that their edges project against 
the base of the Trinity sand. Any oil in the 
earboniferous strata beneath the Trinity would 
in the course of time, be conveyed upward 
and would either lodge in that sand or find 
an exit through it to the surface. There 
seems at present no other reasonable explana- 
tion than that the oil of the Madill pool had 
its source in the underlying Paleozoic strata. 

Whether the oil in its present position near 
the base of the Trinity sand is contiguous to 
the original oil-bearing strata of the sub- 
jacent rocks, or whether it has migrated 
laterally, may possibly be determined by the 
drill. Should original oil-bearing strata _ be- 
neath the Trinity sand be tapped by the drill, 
the inference is that such oil-bearing rocks 





would be found to trend in a_northwest- 
southeast direction with the strike of the 
rocks in the Arbuckle uplift as exposed in the 
district to the north and west of Madill.

METHODS OF OBTAINING BITARTRATE 
OF POTASH—EXPORT TRADE OF ITALY 
INCREASING—OPPORTUNITY FOR 
AMERICAN WINE GROWERS, 

ETC. 

Washington, Sept. 24, 1909. 
Consul Crowninshield, of Naples, 
has forwarded to the Bureau of Manu- 
factures a report upon the industry en- 
gaged in producing and handling crude 
tartar, an article which now ranks sec- 
ond in importance as regards value and 
will probably soon stand at the head of 
the list of goods shipped from that part 
of Italy to america, The consul says:—

tartar (bitartrate of potash) is ob- 
three methods: From the lees of 
wine, from the incrustations deposited on the 
interior of wine casks, and from the liquid 
(acqua madre) which remains after distilling 
the dregs of the wine press. 

The first and most simple 
braced in the manufacture ef wine, for in 
order that the wine may become clear and 
“ripe’’ it is necessary that it lie in casks or 
tuns and that it be filtered from time to time. 
After each filtering the dregs or lees remain, 
and these are chiefly composed of a deposit 
of bilartrate of potash. Having collected such 
dregs they are left to dry until ready for 
market. 

To preserve wine for a long period it is put 
into tuns or vats of varying sizes. Slowly a 
stratum of bitartrate of potash is formed on 
the inner sides of these receptacles, and every 
two or three years this saline deposit is 
scraped from the sides. It is much prized be- 
cause it contains only a small portion of ex- 
traneous substances. 

THE VARIOUS BY-PRODUCTS. 

The greater part of the bitartrate of potash 
is found, however, in the dregs of the wine 
press, the stems, skins, and seeds of the 
crushed grape, which compose the solid part of 
the crude must. These dregs contain ethyl 
aleohec!| in a small proportion, and from the 
ultimate fermentation a certain quantity of 
amyl alcohol is formed. There are factories 
here which make a specialty of distilling the 

in order to extract the residual alcohol 
“acqua madre,’’ or liquid remaining af 
» distillation, contains an enormous quantity 
bitartrate of potash. Such liquids are put 
in special receptacles, in which are placed 
small twigs and branches to form centres of 
crystallization and to augment the superficial 
area for the same. The branches with the 
adhering crystals are gathered, and when dry 
the crystals are broken off before being put 
on the market. 

Crude tartar obtained by these different meth- 
ods varies in quality, as it also does when 
made from grapes grown in different sections, 
for naturally the percentage of pure bitartrate 
of potash contained in the crude tartar is in 
direct ratio to the quality of the grape and 
the composition of the soil in which the vines 
are grown. The greater or less quantity of 
pure bitartrate of potash contained in the 
crude tartar goes to determine its quality, and 
hence its price. 

While this article is only a 
the manufacture of wine, it is nevertheless 
a very important item of export from this 
consular district to the United States. The 
question as to whether or not the demand, 
which evidently exists in America, could be 
supplied by home _ production is one which 
may prove worthy of investigation by vine 
growers and distillers. This portion of Italy 
has the advantage of a suitable soil and very 
cheap labor, against which must be counted 
cost of transportation and duties, but Ameri- 
can Wine producers may find the subject one 
of interest. 

In this connection the Bureau of Manu- 
factures calls attention to the fact that 
the total imports of tartar into the United 
States during the fiscal year 1908 amount- 
ed to 26,741,965, valued at $2,306,239, six- 
sevenths of which came from France and 
Italy, the shipment from the two coun- 
tries being nearly equal,

The market this week showed but a 
repetition of the conditions of the pre- 
vious week somewhat accentuated. 
Whatever doubt might have existed ten 
days ago as to the scarcity of oil is 
now dispelled. There is an undoubted 
shortage of oil in all parts of the 
country, and the West is just as se- 
riously affected as the East. Such a 
state of affairs has not been seen for 
years. The tone of the market under 
such circumstances can be as easily 
imagined as described. It is strong to 
the point where an advance might be 
taken as a matter of course, but no 
change in official prices has yet been 
announced. All the leading crushers 
maintain that they are firm at card 
prices fur any quantity, but in most 
instances there is little oil forthcom- 
ing at any figure. There is some oil 
in second hands which was purchased 
some time ago and which is offered as 
low as 53 cents on the basis of car lots, 
but there is not much to be had, and 
any attempt to bid for it might readily 
lead to holders advancing their views. 
The 53 cent price is not given by any 
means as the market, which looks at 
the moment as though for the buyers 
it was no longer a question of money

but of oil. The fall consuming sea- 
son is on, and the demands of paint 
grinders and others are growing, as 
none is provided with any surplus 


either on hand

very slowly and, while the crop is ad- 
mittedly large, it would not be sur- 
prising to see the market advance 


upon immediate pressing requirements, 
and this feature tends to lend further 
strength to the oil situation. Notwith- 
standing the outlook, buyers are still 
shy about entering upon engagements 
beyond prompt delivery. Oil for Oc- 
tober and later is still quoted at from 
43 to 45 cents, according to delivery, 
but the figures are merely nominal, as 
no besiness has been reported. For 
spot oil crushers continue to quote the 


ecard price of 56 and 57 cents for State 
or Western and city brands respect- 
ively for any quantity.

A steady advance in all positions of 
the cotton oil market carried prices to 
new high records for the season. The 
movement was spirited and was char- 
acterized by large lot orders and gen- 
erally heavy buying. There was a con- 
centrated effort on the part of some 
powerful local interests to boost the 
market and the outside element quick- 
ly fell in line and rendered material 
support to the upward swing in values. 
Conditions, on the whole, were appar- 


ently ripe for the demonstration. In 
the first place the sharp advance in 
lard prices and the high prevailing 


prices for butter have been productive 
of an urgent demand for lard com- 
pound and margarine, The packers and 
producers of these commodities  evi- 
dently outstayed the market and the 
wave of speculative buying quickly ad- 
vanced prices and left them short of 
oil. These interests during the inter- 
val have had to bid the market up on 
themselves and naturally the buying 
from this source has been a feature in 
the week’s trading. To further stimu- 
late the market’s movement, there was 
a steady advance in cotton prices and 





on top of this crude oil estab- 
lished a higher trading level. All 
these developments caused  consid- 
erable anxiety among the _ specu- 
lative shorts and it is said that 


many were pretty well squeezed before 
their contracts were covered. The vol- 
ume of trading has been exceedingly 
heavy all week. On Thursday 16,800 
barrels changed hands. This is the 
most active day on record this year 
and compares with 15,900 barrels on 
January 8 and 15,600 barrels on July 30. 
The most active day in recent years 
was November 27, 1907, when sales ag- 
gregated 19,600 barrels. The high pre- 
vailing prices have had a retarding 
influence on export buying and 
foreigners have shown a_e disposi- 
tion to await further developments. 
The export movement from this 
' port for the week was 5,210 barrels, 
| from other ports 2,322 barrels; making 
a total of 7,532 barrels. Advices from 
the South denote a very firm market 
for crude oil. The high prices of seed 
and the slow deliveries have made the 
crushers cautious and prices have been 
advanced to 384 Offerings at this 
price have been on a very moderate 
scale and the quality of new oil is re- 
ported considerably below that at this 
season last year.

Los Angeles, Sept. 18, 1909. 
The total estimated output for the Cali- 


fornia fields for August was 4,973,800 barrels, 
a slight decline from the July figures of 
5,003,300 barrels. The average daily produc- 
tion for the month was 160,440 barrels. 

A summary of the output in the different 
fields is as follows:-

It will be noted that all of the San Joaquin 
Valley fields show a decline, the largest be- 
ing Kern River, with a fall of 75,000 barrels. 
McKittrick also dropped 55,000 barrels, and 
even Coalinga fell off 14,500 barrels. The de- 
cline in the Kern River field is natural for 
the most part, although several companies are 
shut down and not producing at present. 
The shut down of the Associated wells (this 
company is the largest producer in this 
field) is responsible for McKittrick’s de- 
crease. The small decline at Coalinga may 
be attributed to the falling off in the output 
of one company—the American Petroleum 
Company—which suffered very considerably 
during the month. The Sunset-Midway shows 
no material decrease 

A big increase is noted in the output of 
Santa Maria of 93,500 barrels, and substantial 
gains were made in Los Angeles of 15.500 
barrels and Whittier of 7,500 barrels. The 
big gain in Santa Maria was the result of 
several new wells brought in, particularly 
the Pennsylvania Petroleum Company’s 
gusher and the Union's two big ones on the 
Newlove tract, and it was also helped along 
by the steadier production of Palmer No. 1, 
which is settling down to a more reliable 
performer. The Los Angeles gain is natural, 
due to several new wells in the Salt Lake 
district. Whittier is boosted by the Cen- 
tral Oil Company’s No. 52, which continues 
to gush whenever permitted, although now 
under control.

The new pipe lines will require a_ large 
amount of oil for filling their lines and stor 
age tanks at their various pump stations. 
The Independent line is already taking oil at 
Coalinga and has two 60,000-barrel tanks 
nearly full. In the MeKittrick, Midway and 
Sunset fields also the company is erecting 
storage and will soon be receiving oil. In 
the Kern River field, which is the last that 
will be connected up with the line, the Inde 
pendent Agency already have nearly 1,000,000 
barrels stored, but will continue to stove more 
in the half-million barrel reservoir owned by 
the Union Oil Company. Work is progress 
ing most satisfactorily on this line and it 
will be in operation by February 1. 1910, the 
date on which the contract between the 
Agencies and the Associated Oil Company ex- 
pires. 

The attempt of the Standard to lower the 
price of oil has brought the producers of the 
Santa Maria field into line and they declare 
their intention of standing with the Indenend 
ent Agencies of Kern county and Coalinga in 
their efforts to maintain a fair price for the 
product.

The Planet Oil Com- 
pany drilled in its No. 9 well on the 
H. C. Brison farm, located in Rush 
Creek township, Fairfield county, 
showing for a 25-barrel producer. This 
well is located 700 feet south of the 
same company’s No. 8 well on this 
farm. The same company drilled in 
its No, 10 well on this farm and has 
a showing for a T75-barrel producer, 
Near Negley, Columbiana county, Bar- 
ger & Co. have drilled in a test on the 
John Hasen farm and at four feet in 
the Berea grit developed a guod show 
of oil. 


The Philadelphia Gas Company has 
drilled its No. 2 well’ on the Thomas

twenty barrels an hour, This well is 
located about due north of the com- 
pany’s big well on the Anderson farm.

The quantity 
and value of the original minerals entering 
into their composition has, in most cases, been 
included elsewhere, so that the publication of 
the statistics of the manufactured products, 
including the value of the organic colors, wou 
not only result in duplication of original 
quantities, but would give ter than pro- 
portionate values to the minerals concerned.

In 1908 the _ total 
natural pigments—ocher, 
metallic paints, mortar 
shale—reported to the 
to 49,863 short tons, valued at 536,- 
544, as compared with 48,546 short tons, val- 
ued at $530,486 in 1907, an increase of 1,207 
short tons in quantity and of $6,058 in value. 
This increase, although not great, indicates 
that the natural mineral paint industry sur- 
vived the effects of the panic of 17 better 
than did many ether industries whose gross 
product showed a falling off during 1908. The

OCHER, UMBER AND SIENNA. 
Ocher.—The quantity of ocher reported to the 
Survey as having been mined in the United 
States in 1908 was 17,019 short tons, valued 
at $156,360; in 1907 there were reported as 
produced 16,971 short tons, valued at $164,742— 
an increase in 1908 of 48 short tons in quan- 


tity and a decrease of $8,382 in value. The 
relative rank of the States as producers re 
mains practically the same as in 1907. Had 


it not been for the general business depres- 
sion of 1908, following the financial stringency 
in the autumn of 1907, the year’s production 
would probably have shown a larger increase. 
Aside from the demand for ocher in the paint 
trade, there is generally a good market for it 
in the manufacture of oilcloths and linoleums, 
a large proportion of the production of this 
mineral from Georgia, Pennsylvania and Ver- 
mont now being taken by makers of these 
fabrics. 

Umber and Sienna.—The combined production 
of umber and sienna in 1908 amounted to 


2,756 short tons, valued at $70,996, as com- 
pared with 730 short tons, valued at $19,309 
in 1907. The production of these substances, 


therefore, shows a very large increase for the 
year, 2,026 tons in quantity, and $51,687 in 
value.

ocher deposits of the Reading-Allentown dis- 
tiiet, and Second, the bedded ocher deposits 
of the Moosehead district. 

teading-Allentown Distyict.—The  prinvipal 


ocher belt in Pennsylvania is a comparatively 
narrow strip extending from Reading to Alien- 
town, approximately along the line of the 

Kast Philadelphia branch of the Philadelphia 
and Reading Railway. The district lies in 
terks and Lehigh counties, and is comprised in 
the Reading, Slatington and Allentown quad- 
rangles 1s mapped topographically by the 
United States Geological Survey. 

VPhysiographically the ocher belt lies at the 
northern base of the Durham and Reading 
hills Irom the base of these hills the region 
passes into a low-lying level limestone valley 
well drained by numerous streams tributary to 
Schuytkill and Lehigh rivers. Mining opera- 
tivns are impracticable between November and 
Apwil, owing to snow and heavy rain. The 
timber used in the mines is obtained from the 
local growth of chestnut and oak. 

The product after washing, drying and grind- 
ing carries from 12 to 306 per cent. Fe Ox. 

The ocher has been derived from tron min- 
erals in the rocks of the region. Possible 
sources of iron in the district are:—(1) The 
Lower Cambrian slate, which contains iron 
sulphide and silicate; (2) Cambro-Ordovican 
limestone, Which contains disseminated iron 
carbonate, silicate and sulphide; (3) Ordovican 
shale and slate, which contain iron carbonate, 
sulphide and hydroxide. Probably all these 
sources have contributed to the iron content 
of the ocher deposits, but it is believed that the 
Shenandoah limestone was the main source of 
the iron The quantity of iron furnished was 
not necessarily proportional to the iron con 
tained in the strata, but the manner of disin- 
tegration of the rocks was probably the con- 
irulling feature. Sandstone and shale are 
atgely ervded by mechanical means, so that 
any iron minerals would he mostly washed 
awway with the quartz grains and other sedi- 
mentary material. Limestones, however, are 
removed mainly by solution, and the insoluble 
iron minerals, silica and alumina are left as a 
residue. The close association of the ocher 
deposits with the Shenandoah limestone and 
its residual clay and chert, in connection with 
the fact that the disintegrated beds of this 
limestone originally contained sufficient tron 
it concentrated to account for the formation of 
tha iron ore, furnishes the chief reasons for 
believing that the limestone is the main source 
of the ocher. 

The age of the ocher deposits is probably 
much later than that of the Shenandoah lime- 
stone, The deposits themselves are in residual 
material, which has been formed since the up- 
lift of these beds, in Permian or post-Permian 
time, and the process of formation is probably 
still in progress at present, 

The principal deposits of ocher in this district 
are at the Reading mine of the Keystone Ocher 
Company, one mile northwest of Reading; E. 
ls. Wade's property, one-half mile south of 
Blandon; the properties of the Keystone Ocher 
Company and of the C. K. Williams Company, 
both one and one-quarter miles east of Fieet- 
wood; Henry Erwin Sons’ property at Topton; 
Dr. W. P. Long's property, one-fourth mile 
south of Hancock; the Prince Metallic Paint 
Company mine, one and one-half miles north 
west of Alburtis, and Bear [rothers’ mine, one 
and one-half miles northwest of Breinigsviile. 
Several of these deposits were not worked dur- 
ing 1908. In addition, there is a deposit of 
umber at Camels Hump, about three and one- 
half miles northeast of Bethlehem, worked by 
*. K. Williams, of Haston, 

The general method of mining the ocher in 
‘the deeper deposits, as at Reading and Fleet- 
wood, consists of sinking shafts thirty to sev- 
enty feet deep in the ocher-bearing clay. Un- 
lerground work is carried on by drifts which 
follow the pockets and stringers of ocher. The 
ocher is mined from stopes or breasts, and 
irifte are driven indefinitely until other de- 
posits are found Hoisting is done by hand 
windlass or by engine. Shafts and drifts must 
be timbered, and the clay frequently squeezes 
and crushes the timbers, especially when the 
mine has been inactive for several months dur- 
ing the wet season. Certain of the deposits, 
such as Blandon and Tepton, are mined aj 
open cuts, 

For preparing the ocher for market the gen- 
eral equipment consists of log washers, floating 
troughs with baffle boards and settling boxes, 
settling tanks and ponds, drying sheds, buhr 
mills, roasting furnaces and packing devices. 
The raw material is usually passed first through 
log washers, in which the rough particles of 
limonite and chert and other foreign material 
are washed out. Next the fine material is 
passed into floating troughs in which are baffle 
boards and settling boxes. Here the smaller 
particles of foreign material settle out, and 
finally the suspended ocher passes into large 
settling tanks or ponds. By means of tap holes 
at different levels ochers of different degrees of 
fineness can be drawn out as desired. hen 
the water in these tanks has evaporated so that 
the ocher reaches the consistency of a atiff 
mush, a process requiring usually three weeks 
or more, the ocher is shoveled up and put 
into drying sheds, where it lies exposed to the 
air for a month or more, until it is in condition 
to be ground, The product is then ground in 
ench buhr mills. Most of the ocher and 
nna are of the desired shade without being 
but if desired the material can be 
burned or roasted in kilns. 

Moosehead District.—The Moosehead district 
is about five miles north of Whitehaven, and 
one mile east of the Lehigh Valley Railroad, 
in Luzerne county. The ocher deposits have 
been worked here since 1885. The Luzerne 
Ocher Company now operates the mine. 

The rocks in the vicinity of Moosehead are 
of Mississippian age, and consist in the east- 
ern part of Luzerne county of the Pocono 
sandstone, overlain to the west and south by 
Mauch Chunk shale. The Pocono formation is 
composed of gray sandstone, shale, and fine 
siliceous conglomerate, and varies in thick- 
ness from 800 to more than 1,300 feet. The 
Mauch Chunk shale consists of red, green and 
yellow shale, gray and greenish-gray sand- 
ne and conglomerate. The rocks dip at low 

; (2 degrees to 5 degrees) to the north. 
ocher mined is in a low anticline. The 
ocher deposit is at the base of the Mauch 
Chunk shale and is underlain by hard Pocono 
sandstone. The ocher itself is simply a bed of 
soft, buff-colored shale, containing more ferric 
oxide than is usually found in a shale, The 
bed is twelve to fifteen feet thick and is over- 
lain by twelve feet of red shale. This cover 
is stripped by blasting, and the ocher is mined 
from an open cut. The ocher is of com- 
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roasted, 














paratively low grade, but the quantity of it is 





very great. The Luzerne company is reported 
to own a tract of 3,000 acres, under which 
the ocher is practically continuous. 

When siripped of its cover, the ocher is 
blasted out by dynamite and black powder, 
broken up by hand, and trimmed to the mill, 
where it is crushed, ground and bolted through 
silk screens of 156 mesh. The product is lignt 
yellow, and is used chiefly as a base for oil- 
cloth.

The area in which the deposit lies is a nar- 
row strip with the above-mentioned cast and 
west limits, and from one-half mile to two 
miles wide, comprising the outcrops of the 
Helderberg, Oriskany, Marcellus and Hamilton 
(lower part) formations. The region is part

With only 
a few interruptions it stands out as a long, 
continuous hill. West of Lehigh River this 


hill is very narrow and precipitous, at places 
being a vertical cliff It resembles a huge 
artificial wall in several places

consists prin- 


cipally of carbonate of iron. The bed varies 
in thickness, being in some places one and 
one-half to two feet thick; rarely it is found 
as thick as four feet; in many places it 


pinches out to a thickness of but a few 
inches, and in others it cannot be found. No 
outcrops were observed anywhere within the 
area above outlined. Even though the bed is 
approximately vertical in many places, the 
debris from the Oriskany, which projects prom- 
inently above the other formations, has en- 
tirely covered the outcrop. The presence of 
test pits, air shafts, and in places the out- 
crop of the Oriskany sandstone alone mark 
the general position of the bed. There is no 
sharp line between the ore measures and the 
Hamilton shale above. Descending waters have 
earried the mineral material into the lower 
portions of the underlying clay, so that the 


cement rock is usually low in mineral value 
and shows up poorly after burning. The 
miners distinguish the iron-bearing strata 


chiefly by the specific gravity of the material. 
The lithologic characteristics of the paint rock 
and the cement rock are very simila they 
both resemble a compact limestone, rather 
dark blue and crystalline. Upon close exam- 
ination, however, the ore shows a rather com- 
pact structure and the presence of pyrites in 
most places; it is not so crystalline as the 
cement rock, The ore where exposed to sun 
and rain becomes oxidized to a reddish color.

with oil. At the mills the ore is broken up 
with sledges into six-inch pieces and is ready 
for calcination. This was formerly carried on 
in stone kilns, but these are being replaced 
by more modern steel-jacketed kilns. Certain 
typical kilns are of brick construction with 
sheet-steel sheathing twenty-five feet high and 
ten feet in diameter. There are two tire- 
places, one on each side, making the width of 
the kiln at the bottom eighteen feet, Cord 
wood is used as fuel and the average tem- 
perature obtained is 500 degrees F. The run 
lasts twenty-four hours and every twelve 
hours ten tons of calcined ore is drawn off 
at the bottom, a corresponding quantity of 
raw ore being charged at the top. The cal- 
cined material is very compact and of a dark 
reddish-brown color. It is of the same com- 
position as the finished product, the rest of 
the process consisting simply of grinding. The 
loss during calcination is from 20 to 25 per 
cent. The product is ground to buckwheat 
size by gyratory crushers, after which it is 
ground very fine by three thirty-six-inch hori- 
zontal buhr mills and three vertical mills, 
More of this metallic paint is used for freight 
ears than for any other purpose. It is recom- 
mended that seven pounds of paint be mixed 





with one gallon of boiled linseed oil and the 
mixture will be sufficient for one coat over an 
area of 500 square feet. It is used also for 
painting structural steel, tin roofing, tanks, 
boats and as a filling in oilcloth and linvieum, 
Pigments Made Directly From Ores, 

The important pigments made directly from 
ores or valuable metals are zinc oxide, leaded 
zinc oxide, zine lead, sublimed white lead 
and sublimed blue lead. The ores utilized in 
making these pigments are the franklinite ores 
of New Jersey, the sphalerite and galena ores 
of the Mississippi Valley (mined in the Piatt- 
ville district of Wisconsin and the Joplin dis- 
trict of Missouri, Kansas and Oklahoma, and 
the sulphide, carbonate and silicate ore of zine 
nd lead produced in Colorado and New Mexico. 

ZINC OXIDE, 

The production of zine oxide in 1908 as re 
ported to the Survey was 56,292 short tons, 
valued at $5,072,460, as compared with 71,784 
short tons, valued at $6,490,660, in 1907 this 
represents a decrease of 15,42 short tons in 
quantity and cf $1,418,200 in value. The re- 
ported average value in 1907 was $90.47 per 
short ton; that of 1908 was $90.09, a decrease of 
only 88 cents per ton. 

ZINC LEAD. 

The production of zine lead, including leaded 
zine oxide, in 1908 was 8,430 short tons, valued 
at $778,200, as compared with 13,086 short tons, 
valued at $1,286,440, in 1lv07—a decre:z 
5,086 short tons in quantity and of $508 
value. In 1907 the average value was $95.18 
per short ton; in 1908 it was $92.31, a decrease 
of only $2.18 per ton, 

SUBLIMED WHITE LEAD. 
In 1908 there were produced in the United 
short tons of sublimed white lead, 
700, an average value of $107 
1907 the production amounted to 
8,700 short tons, valued at $1,026,600, an aver- 
age value of $118 per ton. There was, there- 
fore, an increase in quantity in 1908, as com- 
1 with 1907, of 400 short tons and a de- 
ise in value of $52,900. The decrease per 
ton in 1908, as compared with 1907, was $11, 
or 9.3 per cent, of the average value for 1907. 
SUBLIMED BLUE LEAD. 
There were 1,311 short tons of sublimed blue 























per ton; in 





lead produced in 1908, valued at $121,923, as 
compared with 1,211 short tons, valued at 
$135,632, in 1907—an increase of 100 tons in 


quantity, but a decrease of $13,709 in value. 
The average value per ton in 1907 was $112; in 
1908 it was $93, a decrease of $19 per ton, or 
nearly 17 per cent. of the 1907 value. 

The imports of zine oxide in 1908 were as fol- 
lows:—Dry, 4,635,101 pounds, valued at $262,- 
876; in oil, 210,166 pounds, valued at $16,798; 
total, 4,845,267 pounds, valued at $279,674. 


Chemically Manufactured Pigments. 


Under this heading are grouped the important 
lead pigments made from pig lead and lead 
compounds, and such minor pigments as litho- 
pone and Venetian red, both of which are chem- 
ically precipitated from mineral salts. Much 


of the material now sold as Venetian red, 
however, instead of being precipitated from 
ferrous sulphate and calcium hydroxide, is 


made by calcining a mixture of ferrous sul- 
phate and terra alba and also by grinding nat 
ural red iron oxide with a white base, such as 
ground oyster shells. 

BASIC CARBONATE WHITE LEAD. 

The production of basic carbonate (corroded) 
white lead, as reported to the Survey, in 1908 
was 152,588 short tons, valued at $15,891,601. 
Of this total 101,109 short tons were sold in 
oil, valued at $12,552,771, and 31,479 short tons 
were reported sold dry, valued at $8,530. 
The sales for 1% ‘presented a net gain over 
those for 1907 of 37 short tons in quantity, 
but a net decrease of $556,723 in value, show- 
ing a general decrease from the average value 
$120.25 per ton in 1907 to $119.85 per ton in 
1908, or $9.40 per ton, or more than 7 per 
cent. of the 1907 value, 

RED LEAD. 

The production of red lead fell from 20,078 
short tons, valued at $2,802,454, in 1907 to 
16,720 short tons, valued at $2,065,202, in 100s, 
a dec ‘e of 3,358 short tons in quantity and 
in value. The average value per 
ton sed from $139.57 in 1907 to $123.52 
in 1908, a drop of $16.05 per ton, or 11.5 per 
cent, of the 1907 value. 















LITHARGE, 
In 1908 15,542 short tons of Htharge were 
produced, valued at $1,887,506, as compared 


with 20,838 short tons, valued at $2,854,987, in 
1907—a decrease of 5,296 short tons in quantity 
and of $967,481 in value. ‘This represents a 
fall from the average value per ton, : 
1907 to $121.45 in 1908, a decrease of $15. 
11.3 per cent. of the 1907 value. 
ORANGE MINERAL. 


Orange mineral likewise showed a reduction 
in output, there being 397 short tons produced 
in 1908, valued at $65,498, as compared with 
669 short tons, valued at $129,410, in 1907—a 
decrease of 272 short tons in quantity and of 
$63,912 in value. The apparent average vaiue 


in 1907 was $193.44 and in 1908 it. was $194.35, 
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or an increase of 91 cents per short ton in 
1908. 
It is very evident from these figures that 


nearly the whole line of lead pigments suffered 
very material reduction in price as well as in 
output during 1908. The principal factor caus- 
ing this depression in the industry was, of 
course, the financial stringency of 1907, which 
resulted in a reduction of building operations. 
Aside from this, however, the quantity of paint 
bought for renewals was very much reduced, 
since under present financial conditions paint 
was regarded rather as a luxury than as a 
necessity. 





LITHOPONE. 

The production of lithopone in 1908 was re- 
ported as 8,292 short tons, valued at $639,485, 
as compared with 10,275 short tons, valued at 
$750.350, in 1907. This represents a decrease 
of 1,988 short tons in quantity and of $110,867 
in value. In the case of lithopone the value 
per ton apparently increased from §73.05 in 
1907 to $77.12 in 1908, or $4.09. 


VENETIAN RED, 


The production of Venetian red in 1908 
amounted to 8,825 short tons, valued at $159,- 
650, as compared with $7,566 short tons, valued 
at $134,167 in 1907. This represents an increase 
of 1,259 short tons in quantity and of $25,483 
n valve. The average value per ton apparently 
increased from $17.73 in 1907 to $18.09 in 1808, 
or 56 cents.

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considered only as a step to further and more 
practical studies, and, accordingly, 600 large 
plates, representing three different kinds of 
steel, were mounted in wooden frames facing 
the seashore near Atlantic City, N. J. These 
plates were painted under the strictest test 
conditions with single paints, as well as with 
formulas made up from the three tentative 
classes of pigments. The following organiza- 
tions co-operated to a greater or less extent 
in this work:—United States Department of 
Agriculture, American Society for Testing Ma- 
terials, Paint Manufacturers’ Association of 
the United States, Master Painters’ Associa- 
tion of Pennsylvania, Carnegie Steel Company 
and American Rolling Mill Company. The test 
plates were completed and exposed in Septem- 
ber, 1908, and they are being inspected from 
time to time, and at the inspection incident 
to the meeting of the American Society for 
Testing Materials, on June 30, 1909, certain 
results were already evident It is believed 
that the ultimate results will be of much value 
to the metallurgist,. to the engineer and to all 
persons interested in paint technology, 

Simultaneously in Pittsburgh there was erect- 
ed on the ground of the Carnegie Technical 
School a test fence, consisting of various 
grades of galvanized steel wire and woven 
wire panels. These wire fences have been 
painted in part with special inhibitive paints 
and have in part been left unprotected, The 
comparative tests should in time yield results 
of great value. 

Experimental tests on various types of roof- 
ing and sheeting metals was undertaken in the 
spring of 1909 by the United States Geological 
Survey at its structural materials laboratory 
on Young’s Pier, at Atlantic City, N. J. Here 
a number of plates representing three grades 
of material, Bessemer steel, basic open hearth 
steel and pure iron, including flat and corru- 
gated siding and flat and corrugated roofing, 
each as plain black metal, as galvanized metal 
and as tinned metal. The galvanizing was 
done by several processes, including Sheridan- 
izing proces These plates have been mount- 
ed in an exposed position, and the black metal 
plates have been coated with red and green 
paints containing rust inhibitors in the pigment 
and in the vehicle. 

Another service test of pigments for the pro- 
tection of structural steel has been in prog- 
ress for the last two and one-half years on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad bridge over the Sus- 
quehanna River at Havre de Grace, Md. The 
application of the paint and the subsequent 
observations have been under the auspices of 
the American Society for Testing Materials, 
and reports have been published by that society 
in its proceedings for 1908 and 1909. 

Although it is too early to give conclusive 
data as to the results of these various actual 
nractical tests, yet if the autoelectrolytic the- 
ory of the case of corrosion be applied to the 
subject of protection of paint films, it would, 
in general, appear that pigments that are good 
conductors of electricity should not be applied 
directly to the surface of iron and steel. Spe- 
cific reasons for this appear in Cushman’'s 
bulletin and also descriptions of other experi- 
ments which indicate that some pigments which 
have heen supposed to be excellent for protec- 
ting steel should not, in reality, be used for 
the prime coat, and that some pigments which, 
thegretically, should inhibit corrosion, act 
apparently as a stimulus. This fact seems to 
depend on the technology of their manufacture 
and whether or not impurities are present. 
Cushman therefore advances the fellowing eon- 
clusions:—(1) The name of the type of pigment 
does not necessarily guarantee the Inhibitive 
value; (2) pigments that are good conductors 
should not be applied as the prime or con- 
tact coating to jron and steel, and (3) if pig- 
ments contain material which is, even in the 
slightest degree, soluble in water they should 
not be used unless their inhibitive effect on 
eorrosion has first been established by tests.

A company has been incorporated at 
Duluth, Minn., with a capital stock of 
$100,000, to manufacture linen from. flax 


liber. Prominent members of the Duluth 
Board of Trade are the principals in the 


company, A building has been leased 
in West Duluth for the factory. 


This is presumably the project referred 
to in the Reporter some weeks ago, when 
it Was reported from Duluth that the time 





was not far distant when the farmers of 
the Northwest would grow flax more for 
the fiber than the seed. There is doubt 
in the minds of some as to the prac- 
ticability of this scheme. A number of 
years ago a similar enterprise was es- 
tablished in Minneapolis, but it proved a 
failure. A man was employed who was 
thoroughly acquainted with the methods 
employed by the flax growers of Great 
Britain and the manufacturing of linen 
there Notwithstanding this, the plan 
was a failure. Flax for linen making 
has to pass through a series of proc- 
esses, and in order to make a success of 
it the farmers of the Northwest wiil 
have to be edueated as to methods neces- 
Sury to handle flax fiber before it can 
be utilized for linen making. ;

First Drawback Allowance on 
Domestic Alcohol. 


Washington, Sept. 24, 1909. 
The Treasury Department has promul- 
gated the first permit under the general 
regulations drafted in accordance with the 


drawback section of the new tariff act, 
which allows domestic tax-paid alcohol 
to be used in the production of certain 


classes of goods for export with benefit 
of rebate of the internal revenue tax paid 
thereon under conditions similar to those 
soverning the allowance of drawback on 
imported materials. The permit or 
special regulation, as it is called covers 
exportations of perfumery made from do- 
mestic spirits and has been issued upon 
the application of the Austen Manufac- 
turing Company, of Oswego, N. Y. The

It 
was feared afterward that he might not 
appear when wanted, so the first case was 
dismissed and a new warrant was issued.

Opium Smuggling at Vancouver. 


Toronto, Canada, Sept. 24, 1909. 
Opium smuggling at Vancouver is be- 
coming quite extensive, according to the 


local police authorities, and drastic meas- 
ures will have to be employed before the 
traffic becomes unmanageable. ‘The cus- 
toms officials are fully alive to the extent 
of the evil, as is indicated by the numbe: 
of seizures they have recently made, and 


the hene is held out that m this way 
Chinamen will be frightened and the evil 
to some extent at least lessened, 

Three Chinamen were placed on triak 
on the charge of importing the drug un- 
lawfully the other day, but owing to a 
‘egal complication the judge was unable 
to proceed with the case. 


The Chinamen are employed on the Em- 


press of Japan, and they were captured 
by customs men with $1,000 worth of 
opium in their possession just as they 


were landing. It is not believed that they 
can be found guilty of importing the drug 
according to the act, so it is likely they 
Will be charged with smuggling.

Peppermint Oil Situation. 


In view of the increasing attention cen- 
tered in the peppermint soil situation, 
which at present may be summarized as a 
practical deadlock between growers and 
primary holders on one side and local 
dealers cn the other, the following ex- 
pression by a leading member of the local 
trade, who during the growing season 
visited the Western districts, may be of 
interest:— 

“There undoubtedly has been a greater or 
shortage in the total production as com- 
pared with last year’s, unless all reports have 
been deliberately falsified, as many undoubt 
edly are; and a hardening of values to some 
extent follows naturally enough, But it is 
clear that instead of having taken its natural 
course the advance in its present stage repre 
sents the result of the most obvious kind of 
manipulstion. The idea that the farmer is get- 
ting $1.75@2 for his oil, except perhaps in the 
case of some of the very large producers, is 
bunconibe, He has gotten and is getting noth- 
ing of the sort. Reports from creditable 
scurees are to the effect that a very consider- 
able part the new crop has already moved 
eut of growers’ hands. This oil practically 
without exception was bought by the Western 
dealers, and it is perfectly safe to say that the 
range of prices actually paid to the farmer is 
from $1.25 to $1.50 per pound, These Western 
dealers, who are at the same time speculators,

have not resold their purchases, but are hold 
ing them, and into their pockets will go the 
very substantial profits that will accrue from 
a realization of the predicted price of $2 and 


ever. Ne one here has any right to find fault 
with all this, but it would be better if the 
bull movement were not so strongly. tinctured 
with al! this hypocritical humbug about need- 


ing a $2 price to reimburse the ‘poor farmer’ 
for the shabby trick nature played upon him 
in curtailing his crop."’

A further gain in the extent of busi- 
ness seems to have marked the inter- 
val, but transactions continue chiefly 
of a jobbing character. No effect upon 
trading has been noted as a result of 
the Hudson-Fulton affair, but dealers 
fear that shipping facilities will be ma- 
terially interfered with during the com- 
ing week. Price developments during 
the week have been of a wider signifi- 
cance, involving some of the more im- 
portant items. Opium was lower on 
local competition and slow sales, the 
foreign situation being well maintained, 
Denatured alcohol was easier, with 
second hands shading the regular quo- 
tations. The continued keenness of 
competition caused an open announce- 
ment of a decline in borax, but acid 
was not affected. Glucose and grape 
sugar were enhanced by the corn mar- 
ket. Haarlem oil remained firm on the 
determination of the officials to de- 
tain all importations of questionable 
origin. Japan wax yielded to arrivals 
and the easier tendency abroad. Small 
flake manna was upward on disturbing 
crop news, Tartar emetic was in buy- 
ers’ favor on competition. The same 
influence caused the lower range of 
balsam Peru. Scarcity resulted in an 
appreciation of prickly ash berries, St. 
Ignatius beans and damiana. Pepper- 
mint oil attracted considerable interest, 
but the practical deadlock between pri- 
mary holders and local dealers was ap- 
parently unbroken, Clove oil was high- 
er in the spice market. Sassafras oil 


was firmer owing to light receipts. 
Freer supplies eased the market for 
henna. Rhatany and Mexican sarsa- 


parilla root were influenced by higher 
markets abroad. The imposition of a 
10c. duty on celery seed caused a live- 
ly flurry and a material enhancement 
of values, Fluctuations for the week

A lower level became operative dur- 
ing the week at $5 for cases, $5.05@5.10 
for broken lots and $6@6.10 for pow- 
dered. The only occasion for the weak- 
ening seemed to be the development 
of keener competition over the con- 
tinued lack of important inquiry and 
the hopes of stimulating the demand 
at the easier range uf values. There 
was apparently no improvement man- 
fested in the demand _ at the 
reduced basis. One of the _ lead- 
ing dealers has refused to meet the 
decline, maintaining that there was 
nothing in the primary situation to 
justify the move and that the lower 
prices applied to goods just meeting 
the U. S. P. requirements. Higher 
testing druggist quality, it was stated, 
had been sold at $5.15 in case lots. Our 
correspondent in the primary market 
cables as follows:— 

Smyrna, Sept. 24, 1909. 

There have been sales of 10 cases at 14s. 
6d. and the market is firmly maintained. 
Arrivals to date comprise 1,426 cases. 

Mail correspondence follows:— 

Smyrna, Aug. 31, 1909. 

From the beginning of the month our market 
followed an upward movement until from 9s. 
6d, to 10s, 6d., as to quality, we reached the 
higher figures of 12s.@13s. Anyway, at these 
advanced rates there are very few sellers, as 
the demand from consumers continues, and 
buyers find great difficulty in executing orders 
and fulfilling their engagements, 

Some 377 cases changed hands in all this 
month, for America, England, the Continent 
and speculators, and the reason of the advance 
in prices is owing to the fact of a material 
reduction in the outturn of our crop, which, 
from 7,000 to 7,500 cases expected in July, it 
only turns out to be about 5,000. Hot south- 
erly winds with very dry weather during the 
time of harvesting the high land crops has 
eaused this serious diminution again this year, 
which otherwise, as above stated, we should 
have had an outturn of over 7,000 cases. 

The arrivals to date amount to 1,144 cases, 
against 1,378 at same date last year, and in 
Constantinople 1,300 against 987. Our stock is 
about 1,587 cases, against 2,336 even date last 
year, and in Constantinoplt 586, against 354. 

Prices last year, same date, 12s. 6d.@14s. 6d. 

Smyrna, Sept. 11, 1909. 

The arrivals to date amount to 1,329 cases, 
against 1,595 at same period last year. 

Our market this week opened very firm ow- 
ing to large American buyers early last Mon- 
day morning coming forward and paying 13s. 
Sd. per pound. for usual selected talequale. 
Soon after native speculators advanced this 
figure to 13s. 10d. and yesterday to 14s, 2d. 

Good extra Carahissar (minimum 11 per 
cent.) is firmly maintained at 14s, 6d.@l5s., as 
to quality, strength and buying conditions. 

The general opinion is that prices will reach 
again very high figures as old stocks are ex- 
hausted, and the new crop will not exceed 
4,800 cases in all. 

The sales this week on our market amount 
to 182 cases, of which 156 presumably for 
America, 19 for speculators and 7 for England 
and the Continent. 





Quinine. 


The market has lapsed into a rou- 
tine state and the only event at foreign 


points within the interval was the 
comparatively unimportant bark auc- 
tion at London on ‘'uesday. Our cor- 


respondent cabled the result as 9-16d., 
the same as previously. Of more di- 
rect bearing on the situation is the 
Amsterdam bark sale next Thursday. 
While the offerings are only slightly 
below at the former auction, 10,125, 
against 10,881 packages, they are suf- 
ficently large to check any prospects 
for any material appreciation in bark 


value. Makers report a moderate in- 
quiry for consuming account, and 
prices are apparently steady on the 


basis of 14c. for buik. The outside 
market is quiet and there has been lit- 
tle occasion to test the stability of quo- 
tations. 
Miscellaneous. 

ALCOHOL.—A lower range is noted 
for denatured at 43@48c. for 180 proof 
and 44@49c. for 188 proof, as to quan- 


tity. Second hands were reported to 
be shading these prices. 
BAY RUM.—Quotations for Porto 


Rican continue $1.40@1.50, as to dealer, 
but the goods at the inside figure were 
reported to be of lower proof than is 
recognized as the standard, 

BORAX.—The disposition to shade 
recent market quotations under the 
pressure of keen competition, has re- 
sulted in an open declaration of lower 
prices of a leading producer, who 
names 4c. in bags and 4%c. in barrels, 
ton lots, with carload quantities avail- 
able at 3%@4c., respectively, 4c. below 
the schedule nominally in effect during 
recent months. Spot prices are now 
almost on a parity with those prevail- 
ing abroad, despite the 2c. per pound 
protection afforded by the new tariff 
law, and the sharpness of domestic 
competition is alone responsible for 
this seeming disparagement. The an- 
nual consumption of borax in this 
country is estimated at between 
15,000 and 20,000 tons, and the con- 
sumer is reaping the benefits of the 
results of competition during the last 
two years by about $1,000,000 a year. 

CANTHAKIDES.—There has been 
further assurance of the strength of 
the Russian market, but spot prices 
remain below those abroad at 68@70c. 
There is, however, less disposition to 
sell at these figures. For powdered 
70@72e. prevails. Chinese flies are re- 
ceiving more attention at their rela- 
tively low level, and a sale of a round 
lot was reported at 26c. 

CARNAUBA WAX.—Trading  con- 
tinues of the same disappointing char- 
acter, but there is no unfavorable in- 
fluence noted in spot values. Brazil 
was reported firmly maintained. 

CODLIVER OIL. The demand 
seems to have been stimulated by the 
firmer tendency for shipment from 
producing districts, and as the con- 
suming season draws nearer dealers 
await improvement in spot prices. Quo- 
tations may be repeated as $22@23 for 
Newfoundland and $22@25 for Norwe- 
gian, as to brand. 

GLUCOSE.—Talk of a probable ad- 
vance in prices, based On corn crop 
conditions, served to stimulate con- 
suming inquiries and the market has 
presented a more active appearance. A 
higher level was announced on Thurs- 
day by 10 points, 3.338c. prevailing for 
42 degrees. Exports of glucose during 
July were 7,908,633 pounds, against 9,-

Seeds. 


The leading development in this de- 
partment has been the unexpected 
strengthening of celery, following a 
decision by the customs officials that 
it was subject to a 10c. duty under the 
new tariff as a seed not especially pro- 
vided for. It was admitted free under 
the Dingley act, and no one in the 
local trade doubted that it was simi- 
larly treated in the present law under 
Section 559, in which seeds (aromatic, 
not garden seeds) are entitled to free 
entry. Dealers are confident that the 
attitude of the authorities cannot be 
supported, but several months are 
likely to elapse before any adjudica- 
tion on the question can be had. It is 
stated that a case under the McKinley 
act as to whether celery, anise and 
coriander seeds were in the non-ger- 
minating class resulted in a decision 
to this effect, and, therefore, admitted 
without duty. Following the recent 
application of the authorities imposing 
the 10c. duty, prices have been sharply 
in the ascendant, and from 8c. during 
the previous week a 14@l5c. level was 
established. All of the dealers are pro- 
viding specifically for the additional 
duty charge in present transactions. 
One dealer reported a sale of 50 bags 
at 8%c., plus the 10c. duty. 

The trade has also awakened to the 
fact that parsley seed is specifically 
mentioned in the present tariff as sub- 
ject to a 4c. duty, whereas formerly it 
was free. As a result 10c. was gener- 
ally asked. 

Levant wormseed is fully maintained 
at 10@12c., late advices confirming the 
earlier reports of the exercise of the 
Russian government control over the 
outlet. The monopoly is now said to 
cover a period of five years. 

Coriander is firmer at 3@3%c. for 
natural and 4@4%c. for bleached, in 
sympathy with the higher level of 
shipping values. 

Fenugreek is available at 24@2%éc., 
sales being reported at the inside 
figure. 

Shellac, 

Calcutta developments during the 
early part of the week contributed a 
bearish factor to the local market, 
heavy offerings being in evidence at 
easing values. By Thursday there 
was an apparently steadying influence 
abroad, but toward the close there 
were evidences again of instability and 
there is practically nothing’! of en- 
ecouraging aspect at this writing. 
Some sales for local account were said 
to have been effected at the low level. 
According to present indications, the 
shipments of shellac during 1909 will 
prove the heaviest in the history of 
the industry. There was steady buy- 
ing to average down on earlier pur- 
chases, and as a result consumers are 
believed to be stocked sufficiently to 
carry them for six months to a year. 
There are considerable supplies in 
speculators’ hands, but comparatively 
a small part of these holdings has 
found its way on the market. Local 
dealers report a satisfactory volume 
of consuming business, but there is 
no suggestion of improvement in 
values. Free T. N. is offered at 15c. for 
either bags or cases, while matted 
stock can be bought at 14%c. We find 
l6c. and 20c. still in effect for com- 
mercial and bone dried bleached, but 
for early nexi year’s delivery there is 
a tendency toward firmer prices. The 
demand for bleached has been especial- 
ly good of late, and difficulty has been 
reported in meeting requirements. 


Spices. 


Continued activity has characterized 
the general market, with the keenness 
of speculative interest centered in pep- 
per and clove futures. Repeated dem- 
onstrations of primary strength fur- 
nished an incentive toward forward 
buying, particularly of peppers. Short 
covering and heavy consuming trans- 
actions abroad gave considerable sup- 
port to the market. Singapore black 
was established at 7%c. on spot, at 
which liberal sales were reported. 
Singapore white pepper has been more 
active, covering by short interests rep- 
resenting a good part of the sales. For 
this variety 12%c. prevails. Spot prices 
of both black and white Singapore are 
said to be yet below the primary par- 
ity. Advices of a short crop stimu- 
lated trading in cloves. Some of the 
estimates do not exceed an outturn of 
75,000 bales of Zanzibars, against 155,- 
000 bales last year and 200,000 bales the 
previous season. In London 54d. was 
said to have been paid and spot prices 
rallied to 10%@10%c. African ginger is 
firmer at 10@10%c. for No. 1, supplies 
continuing meager. Plenty of the Race 
variety is said to be on the way. Im- 
proved jobbing inquiries were reported 
for nutmegs, with values in firmer ten- 
dency. All grades of cassia rule firm 
but without particular interest.

There has been little of new feature 
to characterize the week’s trading in 
chemicals and the situation remains 
practically the same as last noted. 
Manufacturing consumers have dis- 
played the usual fall interest, and it 
is understood that a heavy volume of 
future business has been placed since 
the turn of the month. Increased ac- 
tivity in the textile, glass and paper 
industries has stimulated the demand 
for chemical shipments and the con- 
tract movement is progressing on an 
enormous scale. In some cherinicals, 
particularly brimstone, the shortage of 
cars is preventing prompt deliveries, 
and considerable dissatisfaction is ex- 
pressed by both producers and con- 
sumers. ‘the announcement of the 1910 
bleach prices has influenced new busi- 
ness to some extent, but no unusual de- 
mand is thus far noted. Oxalic acid 
prices have been subjected to more or 
less irregularity, owing to the deposi- 
tion of some dealers to liquidate small 
holdings, the close, however, was firm.

The late advances in acetate of 
lime and acetic acid have been fully 
sustained, although the higher prices 


seem to have had a restrictive influence 
on extensive buying. Recent heavy im- 
portations of carbonate of potash have 
not effected prices, and the new goods 
have found ready absorption through 
contract channels. Arsenic remains 
quiet at former prices. Choloride of 
barium is available at $35 on spot. 
Competition and the low cost of copper 
has led to a reduction in prices for 
blue vitriol. A detailed report of the 
principal items of chemical interest is

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Steady 
shipments are reported on _ standing 
contracts and the market reflects a 
fairly animated condition.

CAUSTIC SODA.—The demand from

Small lots of 
spot goods are held at 1.75@1.80c. on the 
basis of 60 per cent, for 70@74 per cent.

SALT CAKE.—The contract move- 
ment is said to show improvement as 
the season advances and makers ex- 
press confidence in the general out- 
look for future’ business.

It can thus be seen that the production 
of sulphur in Sicily between 197 and 1908 
increased by 13,908 tons, and that the total 








amount of sulphur shipped within the 
same period from Sicilian ports reached 
375,073 tons, an increase of 33,522. In_rela- 
tion with these facts it must be. noted that 
the exportation to the United States in 
1907 amounted to only 4,073 tons, and the 
amount was only slightly increased in 
1908. The exportation to France was great- 
ly decreased in 1907, owing to the crisis in 
the wine-growing district, but in 1908 re- 
sumed its normal proportions, 

One of the conspicuous facts demon- 
strated by these figures is that the stock 
of sulphur remaining unsold in Sicily at 
the end of the year 1908 reached the total 
of 618,459 tons.

Concerning Appraisement of Con- 
signed Goods. 


ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF THE TREAS- 
URY RULES THAT THE VALUE OF 
CONSIGNED GOODS HELD IN BOND 
SINCE PREVIOUS TO THE OPER- 
ATION OF THE NEW CUSTOMS 
REGULATIONS SHALL BE 
DETERMINED BY THE 
METHOD OF THE 
DINGLEY ACT. 

Washington, Sept. 24, 1909. 


A question of great importance to im- 
porters in all lines, which has arisen un- 
der a provision of the new tariff act and 
as to which there has been much dl- 
versity of opinion among collectors and 
appraisers of the principal ports, has 
linaliy been determined by a comprehen- 
sive ruling of the Treasury Department. 
The provision referred to is found in 
sub-section 11 of section 28, of the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff act, which relates to con- 
signed goods the foreign market value of 
which is not ascertainable. The new law 
provides that ‘“‘when the actual market 
value, as defined by law, of any article 
of imported merchandise, wholly or partly 
manufactured and subject to an ad valo- 
rem duty, or to a duty based in whole or 
in part on value, cannot be ascertained 
to the satisfaction of the appraising offi- 
cer, such officer shall use all available 
means in his power to ascertain the cost 
of production of such merchandise at the 
time of exportation to the United States, 
and at the place of manufacture, such 
cost of production to include the cost of 
materials and of fabrication, and all gen- 
eral expenses to be estimated at not less 
than ten per centum, covering each and 
every outlay of whatsoever nature inci- 
dent to such production, together with 
the expense of preparing and putting up 
such merchandise ready for shipment, 
and an addition of not less than eight 
or more than fifty per centum upon the 
total cost as thus ascertained; and in no 
case shall such merchandise be appraised 
upon originai appraisal or reappraisement 
at less than the total cost of production 
as thus ascertained.” 

When the new tariff law went into ef- 
fect a large quantity of consigned goods 
were found to be in customs warehouse 
prepared for liquidation under the old 
law on the basis of a calculation of 6 
per cent. for ‘‘general expenses’’ instead 
of 10 per cent. as provided by the Payne- 
Aldrich act. The question was then 
raised at several ports as to whether the 
terms of section 29 of the new tariff law 
did not require that these warehoused 
goods should be appraised on the basis 
of a charge of 10 per cent. for general 
expenses. Section 29 is as follows:— 

‘Sec. 29. That on and after the day when 
this act shall go into effect, all goods, wares, 
and merchandise previously imported, for 
which no entry has been made, and all goods, 
wares, and merchandise previously entered 
without payment of duty and under bond for 
warehousing, transportation, or any other pur- 
pose, for which no permit of delivery to the 
importer or his agent has been issued, shall be 
subjected to the duties imposed by this act and 
to no other duty, upon the entry or the with- 
drawal thereof: Provided, That when duties 
are based upon the weight of merchandise de- 
posited in any public or private bonded ware- 
house, said duties shall be levied and collected 
upon the weight of such merchandise at the 
time of its entry."’ 


It was argued with some force that

Assistant 
Secretary Reynolds, however, took the 
position that section 29 related solely to 
rates of duty, and not to the value, of

Makers of tartar emetic have 
established a lower trading level, and 
give the lower cost of crude materials 
the reason. Zinc dust is cOmmand- 
higher prices on spot, with offer- 
ings comparatively light. Higher 
prices are quoted for some grades 
of dextrine. Gambier has re- 
mained without important change; 
small sales ex store have again been 
consummated on the basis of 84%c. A 
steady movement is reported in the 
different grades of starch and the mar- 
ket shows advances in many descrip- 
tions. Sumac is finding its usual 
movement through regular contract 
channels. A detailed report of the

Hetter ‘Outlet for Oklahoma Crude 
Petroleum. 

Independence, Kan., Sept. 21, 1909. 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company has made 
a contract with the Midland Valley Railroad 
Company to ship fifty carloads of oil a day 
from Muskogee and the Glenn pool to the 
Standard refinery at Baton Rouge, La., which 
now nearing completion. It is understood 
shipments wi!l begin in a few days and that 
the rate is 45 cents a barrel. It is expected 
the bulk of the shipments will be from Mus- 
kogee, where the production consists. prin- 
cipally of amber oil. The daily average will 
probably approximate 10,000 barrels. This will 
be quite a relief to the field, if the pipe line 
runs continue as high as they are now. It is 
very likely. however, the Prairie will 
lay any longer than necessary the construc- 
tion of its pipe line to Baton Rouge. It can 
pipe oil to that point for a fraction of what 
it will cost to ship it by rail. The work of 
acquiring a right of way for the pipe line is 
progressing favorably and will soon be fin- 
ished 

Simultaneously with the announcement of 
the letting of the contract for the shipping of 
oil to Baton Rouge by the Prairie comes a 
statement that Governor Haskell is consider- 
ing the advisability of calling a session of the 
Oklahoma Legislature for the purpose of pro- 
viding for the construction of a State pipe 
line from the Glenn pool to the Gulf. Gov- 
ernor Haskell is ready to make such a recom- 
mendation if he can be convinced that the 
building of such a line will bring relief to 
the oil producers of the State. At the same 
time an agitation has been started in some 
parts of Oklahoma for the construction of a 
State refinery. There is not the least prob- 
ability that either of these suggestions will 
ever come to anything. Kansas went so far as 
to pass a State refinery law and a committee 
was sent out to select a site. Then the State 
Supreme Court said the law was unconstitu- 
tional. It was a good thing as the people 
now look at it. Since then about twenty in- 
dependent refineries have started up and the 
field is about as far from relief as it ever 
was. The oil business has become too large 
to be helped much by such cure-alls. 

Since the pipe line has been taking oil more 
freely in the shallow sand district the Dela- 
ware pool wells have been dropping off rapid- 
ly Leases on which wells started off at 
1,000 to 1,500 barrels each, are now only mak- 
ing 150 to 200 barrels from eight to ten wells. 
The Delaware is now largely a pumping prop- 
osition

ments. In the lower districts several vigs have 
been idle during the last few and in 
upper Kentucky various tests been de- 
layed by a scarcity of water for driliing pur- 
pores. 

Completions for several days have been few 
and far between. No well among recent com 
pletions has done over 20 barreis. A strike of 
that ealiber was made in the Parmleysville 
istrict Wayne county, tiis week. Several 
wells of smaller capacity were drilled, and 
ine week was not altogether marked by idle 
ness. In the gusher territory, ccnte:cd around 
Mt. Pisgah, near the Tennessee line. deve.op 
ments have been very active since the drilling 
in of a brace of big producers last month d 
number of new wells have been starte!] in that 
‘od, but are being delaye!l. Sev %-are due 
n within the next few days, and a vther ex 
«nsion of that prolific territory is expected. 


Outside Wayne county no comp.etions have 


been made in the Kentucky districts. All diiil 
ng in Clay county is tied up for the priseit 
[hat fleld, where developments are of recent 
beginning, is still being gone over by lease- 


takers, and fully ten thousand acres have been 
aken up during the last few weeks. Two 
new rigs are up in the Burning Springs dis- 
trict, but nothing has been accomplished to- 
ward further drilling into the deeper sands. 

Quite a leasing campaign has been on in 
several districts outside the oil field proper 
and the late fall and winter season wii! doubt 
less witness much drilling along new Il'nes 
In the northern end of the State, Indiana 
operators have started the first of a series of 
tests in Bullitt county. The county is quite a 





distance from any development, but surface in 
lications are good, and the Hoosiers expect to 
develop petroleum in paying quantities In 
Bracken county. which is another ‘“‘wildcat”’ 
proposition, operators from Ohio are doing 
some test drilling. In an attempt last year a 





small showing of oil was found in the county. 


Better crude oil prices would start develop- 
ments in many sections of Kentucky where 
the soil has net been punctured by a drill for 
several years.

[llinois Petroleum Fields More 
Active. 
Marshall, Ill., Sept. 23, 1909 
\ review of the Illinois petroleum field indi- 
cates greater activity than for several weeks, 
dur to the rain having left some water for the 
boilers over the country. The wells, while 
hot over large, show an average of better than 
eventy barrels a day. The producing wells 


for the last few days were found in Crawford, 
Lawrence, Clark, Coles and Jasper counties, 
while all other counties developed nothing but 
dry holes. 

All eyes have been centered on a wildcat well 
located on the Thomas farm, a mile or so west 
f Sandoval, in Clinton county. This well has 
lrawn attraction for at least five weeks, as 
very week it has been reported to be near the 
il sand and would be drilled in, and the same 
‘ry is now being made, but the facts have 
been learned that the well is now below the 
depth that the Sandoval-Odin wells were found 
ind Shows no oil, and has put a damper on 
some of the big offers for territory in the imme- 
liate vicinity of the duster. The well on the 
Stein farm, in Marion county, just northeast of 
Sandoval, has been drilled deeper and found 
the same pay that was found in the Rensoit 
well, and is credited with doing close to 100 
barrels a day, making the Stein and Bensoit 
wells buth good producers, and, now that sev- 
eral others are nearing the pay sand, the fu- 






ture of the field depends upon what they will 
show. The two wells that are drilling a short 
distance from the producers are expected to be 
wells when brought in, but it is the advance 
wells that will tell the tale. 

In Macoupin county, in the western section 
of the State, the results of the shallow sand 
have not been what was expected. The finding 
of a smal! producer in the 400-foot sand lent en- 
couragement, but since then two dry holes 
have been dhilled in that sand, and now make 
one small petroleum producer and one small 
gas well out of five wells drilled. A wildcat 
well has been drilled near Waverly, in Morgan 
county, and that, like all its predecessors, is a 
dry one. In Jasper county a new well shows 
a producetion of about twenty-five barrels, The
